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WHERE A STRICTLY VEGETARIAN DIET 


Would Cost More Than the Ordinary. 
Baked Potatoes and Mineral 
Salts—Meat and Cheese.

The cost of a strictly vegetable diet, which | 


svould include butter, milk and eggs, would 
be greater in this countrv than the cost of 
an ordinary diet including meat. How far 
this may be changed by the introduction of 
cooked cheese in connection with a vege 
tarian diet one cannot yet state, and it is 
not my purpose to deal with this question, 
but rather to treat of the preparation of 
grain, roots and other vegetables which enter 
into the customary supply of food. 

Grains like oatmeal, cornmeal and cracked 
wvheat, which are eaten in the form of mush 
or porridge, may be dealt with in either 
one of two ways: First, by long application 
of heat below the boiling point. 

When treated in this way the fine flavors 
of each specific grain are retained, and the 
cooked product is in very digestible condi- 
tion, unless it is hastily swallowed. Starchy 
foods should be eaten slowly. If swallowed 
rapidly, or bolted in the customary Way, 
they may not prove to be as digestible or 
nutritious as one had a right to expect. 

Oatmeal may be cooked over a quick fire 
in unly water enough to swell the grain. 
Rice may also be cooked very quickly in 
boiling water for a short time; the propor- 
tion of water should be so great as to give 
each grain room to swell separately. In 
dealing with the grains it is a matter of 
taste or convenience which plan of cooking 
is employed. 

The roots oontaining cellulose, espe 
cially potatoes, customarily require a higher 
degree of heat than either meat or grain 
in order to bake them thoroughly. 

The scientific writers upon cookery give 
preference to baked potatoes over. boiled 
on account of the retention of the mineral 
salts, which are dissolved in water. 

In boiling potatoes they should be stub- 
jected to a quick heat so as to rupture or 
break the starch cells without giving time

ge screen is necessary to sick-room com- 
fort. The best possible one is made from a 
slight fourfold clothes horse, of white, un- 


painted wood, and strongly hinged together. . 


Make a curtain as deep as it is high, of 
either dimity, blye demin, or -unsuspicious 
chintz. It must be a third wider 
than the screen’s breadth outspread, with 
a two-inch hem at the top and bottom. Run 
through each of these hems a stout cord, 
then stretch the curtain over small brass 
hooks fastened in the top and bottom of 
each screen post, draw the cords taut, and 
fasten around the end posts. Have sevéral 
of these screens, and change them every 
day or two, washing off the frame at each 
changing with ammonia and: water. 

The advantages of such a screen are 
nearly as manifold as its uses. It is light, 
firm, easily handled, always fresh, and a 
perfect protection” from floor drafts. 
Sprayed with clean, cool water, it gives in 
drying, a delicious, fresh coolness . to a 
warm room. It guards the patient from 
even the suspicion of a draft, either in bed 
or sitting up. A bath should never be 
given without its use—more especially a 
sponge bath. Drawn in front of. sleeping 
eyes it often prolongs saving rest—in a 
hundred ways it gives comfort where com- 
fort is sorely needed. 

To keep ice, at hand, bore gimlet holes in 
the vottom of a wooden bowl, which must 
be set over a deepish pan. Put into the 
bow] as 4e-a hump of ice as it will hold. 


»-Gover it -with twenty thicknesses of cotton- 


batting lightly JIashed betwixt cheesecloth, 
and shaped “like a tea-cozy, only large 
enough to go around the bowl. Set the 
whole arrangement on a table as far from 
the bed as pdssible. When ice is wanted 
take a darning needle and light wooden 
mallet and break off a bit at a time. You 
will find it easy and noisel@ys—especially if 
the needle goes in the way the ice crystals 
formed. There should be two of the 
cozies, for use on alternate days—the other 
meantime drying in full sun and air. Scald 
the bowl and pan every morning, before the 
fresh ice is put in. In very hot weather a 
paper cap, coming down to the table ofer 
all, saves melting. Anything like milk or 
lime water, that needs to be taken cold, 
can be put in a glass-stoppered bottle wud 
Jaid in the pan until wanted. In that case 
it is well to set the pan in a bigger one, with 
plenty of clean paper betwixt the two. 

Clear lime water is valuable for many 
urposes. Mixed in equal portions with 

h milk and given ice-cold in spoonful 
doses at half-hour intervals, it is almost a 
specific for nausea, and will allay the most 
violent retchings, or nourish when every- 
thing else is refused. To make it, drop a 
small lump of quicklime into half a gallon 
of the purest water at hand. Stir well, let 
it settle, then drain off the clear liquid and 
keep in glass bottles, away from the light. 
After it has stood awhile throw away the 
first spoonful— as the mineral crust that 
forms on top might irritate a very weak 
stomach. 

Few people outside professional circlcs 
realize the remedial value of champagne. 
Properly administered, in small quantities 
at short intervals, it is the best possible 
stimulant to keep up strength and vitality 
through acutely wasting disease. Before 
the cork is drawn make ready another, 
that will go easily into the bottle’s mouth, 
oe fit, close enough to admit of turning it 

ttom upwards. Pour out the exact meas- 
ure, put in the new cork, and plunge the 
bottle, cork down, in a pitcher of. cool 
water. Kept thus, the last dose will have 
nearly as much sparkle as the first. Any 
other effervescent liquid can be kept in the 
same way. Champagne, given alternately 
with milk and lime water, will stay on the 
most irritated stemach and keep uf the 
eng th for a month’s siege of the hottest 
ever, 

A handful of bruised mint laid betwixt 
cheesecloth and applied to the pit of the 
stomach wl often relieve nausea. So 
too,will a flannel wet in essence of pep- 
go though there is danger of blister- 

a very tender skin. 

Sponge a fever patient with tepid water 
at least once a day, and oftener, unless 
very weak. To do it with ease and com- 
fort you need a convenient-sized basin, a 
square of rubber cloth, several big soft 
towels and a linen wash cloth, neither too 
large nor too small. 

Tirst let the patient sit up in bed while 
you throw out the pillows to air. Spread 
down the rubber cloth smooth with a towel 
over it, or lacking the rubber a folded sheet 
in place of both. Then strip your patient 
to the waist. Lay him down on one side, 


‘ Sponge and wipe the other rapidly, being 


careful to use plenty of water. Turn and 
sponge the other side, raise him, slip fresh 
and lay him 
down again on the pillows, now lower the 
chest, arms and, trunk lightly, and if he 
seems much exhausted, give a light stim- 
ulant or some nourishment. Spread your 
rubber at the bed’s foot, sponge and wipe 
one limb at a time. Now put the rubber 
Cloth opposite the trunk, draw the patient 
comfortably upon it, and sponge quickly, 
yet thoroughly, giving especial care to the 
hips and spine, 

When every square inch of skin has been 
thus freshened slip off the soiled garments 
Over the feet, draw the fresh ones down 
smooth, and cover sufficiently with fresh, 
Well-aired blankets neatly’ spread. 

The bath will be very tmiuch more refresh- 
ing if a light rubbing with alcohol or cologne 
Water follows.the towel. 

Another excellent skin tonic, for sickness 
or health, is equal quantities of sea salt, 
alcohol and spirits of ammonia, dissolved in 
twice their bulk of boiling water. A -cupful 
of the mixture in a basin of water gives a

coarse and fine, with a thimble and small 
scissors in the uppermost pocket. 
nurse should also have at hand sev- 
eral yards of cheesecloth besides squares 
of it. Squares of soft flan- 
also desirable, along with rolls of 
and very fine muslin. All these 
should fill the upper drawer of a ___ plain 
chiffonier, whose lower ones hold all nec- 
essary bed and body linen. 

When a patient is too ill to be moved for 
the shortest space, change the sheets by 
spreading the fresh one gmooth on the 
side opposite him, laying the other half of 
it in a narrow fiat fold at the inner edge 
and slipping the bed’s occupant gently 
over on the fresh cloth, then putting the 
fold half in place. 

If it becomes necessary to shift a very 
sick person’s bed, place him as gently as 
possible upon a blanket covered with a 
sheet, tie the blanket corners in a firm knot, 
pass a stout rod under them and let two 
strong persons each take an end of it, and 
so carry him in the improvised sling to the 
new, couch.

Cosmetic Uses of Marshmallow Paste—Va- 
porized Ginger Extract as a Lotion. 
Mrs. Nellie W.—1. “What is marshmal- 

low paste?’ 

Ans.--The viscous juice of marshmallow 
roots and leaves boiled till it thickens. This 
is’ a favorite household medicine and cos- 
metic on the continent. The syrup, with 
honey or sugar, is very healing to the 
lungs or in inflammation of the digestive 
system. The paste, thickened with lin- 
seed led in the juice, is an admired cos- 
metic for softening the skin. Marshmal- 
low is healing, not only from its mucilage, 
but the asparagus it contains in common 
with the young shoots of asparagus, com- 
frey and liquorice root, all of which are 
exceedingly soothing to inward inflamma- 
tions of all kinds. The marshmallow 
drops, pastes and syrups sold in this coun- 
try are uniformly made of gum arabic 
without a drop of the real mallow or any 
of its virtues. 

2. “What do you mean by a touch of 
ginger extract from the vaporizer to color 
cheeks and lips?” : 

Ans.—Extract of ginger used as a lotion 
will bring the bleod to the surface almost 
as well as a mustard plaster, and serves 
instead of rouge. The best way to apply 
it is to spray it on the cheeks with an 
atomizer, and when the skin tingles wash 
it with milk. 

“What do you mean by facial massage?” 

Ans.—Most weanen who practice facial 
massage seem to think it necessary to 
treat the skin severely, gaining immediate 
effect at the cost of inflamed cheeks and 
getctal coarsencss later. Firm and gentle 
massage, repeated day after day preserves 
the plumpness of the face and keeps the 
skin in high ce diiion.

THE PHOSPHATE BUSINESS. 


A Great Increase inthe Shipments from 
Florida Porte. 


Fernandina, Fla., March 26.—(Special.)— 
There is a gréat increase in the phosphate 
business, as indicated in the shipments 
from this port. The steamship  Storra 
Lee, now loading at the old phosphate 
docks, has been chartered by Messrs. B. 
Arentz & Co. to carry five more cargoes 
to foreign ports. The steamship Ruabon 
arrived this morning§ and will load with a 
eargo of 2,000 tons from the Dunnellon 
mines. The steamship Roseville, now 
discharging at Philadelphia, will sail for 
Iernandina in a day or so. Her charter 
calls for 2,000 tons from the Empire 
State mines. The Deerhill, chartered 
by B. Arentz & Co., is due the latter part 
of the month, and will take out 1,700 tons. 
The Hallamshire is en route from Vera 
Cruz, to_take on a cargo of 1,500 tons 
from the Marion company’s mines. The Po- 
taro, now at Bermuda with a _ broken 
crank shaft, will sail direct for Fernan- 
dina as soon as she is repaired. She is tv 
load for Clark, Ladureau & Co., with 
1,300 tons. All the aboye steamships are 
of British nationality. 

The German steamship Ermaninde is 
also due the latter part of this month, to 
load with 2,000 tons from the Illinois com- 
panys mines. 

The Italian bark Girolmina, to load 
with 500 tons from the Carney company’s 
—* is daily expected, being now over- 

ue. 

In addition to these there are four other 
steamships chartered—two for the Early 
Bird company and one each for the Dun- 
nellon and Clark, Ladureau & Co. This 
doesn’t look much like a collapse in the 
phosphate business.

A HOUSEHOLD PROBLEM SOLVED. 


Some Three-Cornered Corners—How They 
Can Be Filled and Be Pleasant 
to the Eyes, 


en, 


The corners of a room are always a prob- 
lem; few have solved the question of how to 
tone down their severity and beautifiy them, 
and again and again the harsh angle con- 
fronts us until in desperation we place some 
piece of furniture vat-a-cornered across it. 
Thereby we waste much room we feel might 
be utilized, could we only devis2 the meaus. 

It is utility principally which is consid- 
ered in the suggestion made here for “three 
corners,” though a decoration effect is not 
overlooked. 

A housekeeper’s corner will give a com- 
fortable, home-like look to the common 
living room, and at the same time the real 
rest and convenience it will prove to the 
housekeeper is not to be estimated by any 
one except the woman who, though virtu- 
ally at the mead of a complicated business, 
has no conveniences for carrying on that 
very essential part—the housekeeping de- 
partment. Too often her bills, receipts and 
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account books are stowed away in various 
receptacles all over the house, because there 
is no one place where she can keep them all 
together. 

The “housekeeper’s corner’”’ requires bat 
little space, and is easily constructed. In 
the first place, there is a three-cornered 
table made, at alight cost by a carpener, 
of plain deal, it can then be stained, and 
varnished at home, The table is covered 
on top with dark red enamel cloth, which 
is tacked down over the edges with rather 
small carpet tacks; except across the front, 
where brass-headed tatks are used. There 
is a drawer with lock and key; and the 
screwing on of the pretty handles of the 
drawer, which are bought at the hardware 
store, is part of the home work. 

A small, three-cornered, inexpensive set 
of bric-a-brac shelves, which can be made 
er bought, is set upon the table, fitting 
closely back against the wall. A slender 
brass rod is fastened across the edge of 
the second shelf, upon which is hung, with 
small brass rings, the little silk curtain 
which conceals the lower shelf. 

Within this curtain recess is kept, writ- 
ing pads of various sizes, with envelopes to 
match, for orders, business notes, etc.; also 
a wucilage bottle and a paper of pins. 

The second shelf holds order and account 
books, and the third various cook books. 

Pens, ink, blotting paper and a spike for 
holding bills are a necessary part of the 
table furniture, while a good-sized, gener- 
ous waste-paper basket is kept uuder- 
neath. 

If possible, the “housekeeper’s corner” 
should be near a sunny, pleasant window, 
and it is also a good plan to have a bracket 
lamp fastened to the window frame in such 
a position as to cast its light upon the desk.

And How a Woman May Ride With 
Base and Grace. 


COSTUME OF A GERMAN GENTLEWOMAN, 


Points of a Horse Fitted for a Lady’s 
Use—Some Accomplishments 
of a Good Bteed.

When I was a boy at school in Berlin I 
accompanied one of my schoolmates to his 
home in Silesia. My friend’s grandmother, 
a fine old lady of seventy, told me that 
when she was young-—late in the last cen- 
tury—she rode astride and not a sidesaddle; 
and showed me a charming painting of her- 
self on horseback. 1 remember only the 
pretty flowing lines of her costume. 
Whether it was a divided skirt or loose 
trousers she wore, I cannot say. But the 


whole dress was graceful and modest, as 
the lady’s seat was unquestionably more 


pafe and comfortable. This was long after 


the era of the sidesaddle, but the country 
districts of Silesia were so far away from 
the capitals that tae fads of the day did 
not readily overturn ancient customs, 

There is no question that a woman would 
ride in a well-made Somerset saddle to bet- 
ter advantage than on a sidesaddle. There 
is also no question that she will continue to 
ride on the sidesaddie for yet a long period. 
It is difficult to get so settled a habit as the 
sidesaddle changed. There is a certain 
limit to the ambitious strides of women 
towards the manly in their sports and ex- 
ercise, which even this age of innovatioa 
will not overstep. So far as a woman's 
seat on a saddle with a third pommel is 
concerned, it is as safe as a man’s, as long 
as her girths hold her saddle in place and 
her horse does not come down.

A CONFEDERATE NEWSPAPER. 


‘ 

The Constitution is indebted to D, P. Cox 
for a copy of The Memphis Appeal, published 
in Atianta, June 17, 1863. 

It is an interesting souvenir of the war—yel- 
low, faded, and yet,. despite its half-sbeet 
shape, it is a well-edited and well-printed 
newspaper of sixteen columns. 

McClanahan & Dill, the proprietors of The 
Appeal, sojourned foratime in Atlanta and 
various other cities during the war, falling 
back before the advance of the enemy, until, 
as the story goes, there was nothing left of the 
establishment except what could be trans- 
ported on @ mule, and even this was captured 
by the federals in Alabama. 

es 

In June, 1863, The Appeal was printed in an 
office just opposite the National hotel. Con- 
federate currency was then deprecieting so 
rapidly that the publishers printed a notice to 
this effect: ‘Terms of subscription—daily, 
per month, $2.50. No subscription taken for 
a Jonger term than two months.”’ 

The warnews inthisold paper takes up 
most of its xpace, and some of it is interesting 
even at this late date.. A Richmond telegram 
states that the whole federal army was cap- 
tured at Winchester, and a Chattanooga cor- 
respondent writes: 

I learn that an altercation took place between 
Forrest and one of his menat the Triune fight. 
Forrest, it is said; charged an officer named Gould 
with cowardice, and Gould retaliated by firing his 


pistol athim. The general advanced on him with | 


a drawn knife, when Gould fired again, the ball 
striking the knife from his hand. Forrest recov- 
ered it, seized his assailant and cut him up baaly 
It is feared he will not recover. The general was 
slightly wounded by one of the shots. I give this 
as the current street rumor and do not vouch for 
its correctness. 

The fatal wounding of Genera] Sherman, 
che killing of General Van Dorn by Dr. Peters 
and the exploits of the confederates at Vicks- 
burglare made quite prominent.A leading editor 
ial congratulates the south upon the growing 
strength of the peace sentimentin the north, 
‘‘which has become so alarming to Lincoln as 
to make his Knees smite together.”’

But the advertisements make as good read- 
ing as the news and editorial matter. 

“L. H.” has the following tempting card: 

A YOUNG MAN, a native of South Carolina, 
twenty-five years of age, dark hair and blue eyes, 
who has been in the service in 
Virginia for two years but is now 
exempt from all military duty, wishes to procure 
a partner for life, All commnnications strictly 
confidential. This is a bona fide offer. 

Such young men exempt from military duty 
were few in numberin those days, but they 
were not very popular. It is more than likely 
that the advertisement simply provoked sharp 
epistles from sundry young ladies, advising 
the advertiser to volunteer and go to the front 
aft once. 

The new novel of “Morgan and His Men,” 
in paper covers, is advertised at $3.50. A 
theatrical company announces ‘Macbeth,’ 
with E. R, Dalton in the leading role. The 
confederate arsenal notifies the public that 
certain employes, having absented themselves 
without leave, are deserters and subject to 
conscription. 

Under the caption ‘A True Patriot,’ The 
Appeal has the following item: 

The Houston Telegraph of May 18th contains 
a narrative of the adventures of Judge Nicholas 
Cleary, formerly judge of the thirteenth judicial 
district of California, and afterwards United 
States naval storekeeper at Shanghai, China, On 
hearing of the secession of Virginia, his native 
state,he forthwith undertook to return thither,The 
journey had oceupied two years when he reached 
Houston, during which time he encountered day- 
gers, surmounted obstacles, endured privations 
and sufferings that no ordinary man could have 
triumpled over, 

He has traveled about eleven thousand miles by 
water, over one thousand, one hundred and fifty 
myles on foot by land, and in a terrible country for 
foot travelers, and will have traveled fully two 
thousand mifles besides in various conveyances, 
and all the time exposed to hardships and dangers 
of which ordinary men can have no conception. 
Besides this, he has sacrificed position, property— 
everything, to offer his services te his native 
country in the war in which she is now engaged. 

Many of our people have taken a good deal of 
pains to keep out of thearmy. We doubt, how- 
eyer, if any manin the confederacy has done as 

much to get out of orinto thearmy as Judge 
Cleary has to offer his services to his native state 
We gioryin his heroic fortitude, and point to 
him asa bright example of the stuff of which the 
men are made who are now striking for liberty in 
this thé greatest war of this or any age. 

A two-year’s tripsimply to get into trouble 
will strike some people as a big mistake, but 
in the days of ’63 there were thousands of men 
and women who were eager to sacritice every- 
thing for the confederacy. 

In this coid-blooded commercial generation 
it-is difficult to enter into the spirit and senti- 
ment of the Atlanta gf twenty-nine years ago. 
A glance at this faded half-sheet transports 
the reader toa new and stmnge world, and 
yet it is a world of reality painfully vivid in 
the recollection of many of our people, 

Hundreds of the gray-haired citizens now 
seen on our streets used to think that the seven 
or eight war dailies published in Atlanta were 
hardly flery enough tosuit the times, Even 
Henry Watterson, who was stopping here for 
afew months, could not supply rhetorical 
fireworks to satisfy the general demand, 

Mone was mere dirt in 63. Nobody objected 
to subscribing for half a dozen dailies, In fact,

These old papers show that some very 
secure people at present were very prominent a 
generation ago, and they also show that some 
men of present prominence were not heard of 
during the war, although at that time they 
were grown mén old enough to take an active 
part in affairs.

Last Saturday was court day at Tine 
ville, and Sassar and the negro were both 
there. Neither made any effort to start a 
difficulty until about 2 o’clock, at which 
time Sassar drew his pistol and, apporach- 
ing the negro, said: “You “have been 
toting a knife for me all day,” and fi 
The negro ran, closely followed by pasa, 
who #hot at the negro five times, four o 
which took effect. The negro «iled_in- 
stantly. Sassar then surrendered. Cvcr- 
oner Proctor was notified and an inquest 
was held Sunday. All the evidence 
brought out accorded with the above atute- 
ment, one witness testifying that the 
pistol was within two feet of the negios 
back. A verdict of murder was rendered. 
During the inquest Sassar escaped, and is 


/now in parts unknown.

NEW YORK, Merch 26.—The stock market today 
was very quiet for the general list, but specially active 
for a few shares as usual of late, while early dealings 
presented a comparatily firm front.

‘jy Interview with Mr. C, A. Howell, 
President of the Board. 


WoW FULTON COUNTY WILL BE TAXED 


ghe President of the Board of Eqaliza- 
tion Tells How this Importagat 
Work Will Bo Done. 


One of the most important bodies connec- 
ted with the business of Fulton county is 
the board of equalization which will begin its 
jabors on the first of May. 

The five men composing it will have to re- 
view the tax returns of the county in thirty 
days, and as there are 15,000 taxpayers, the 
poard will have to canvass the returns of 
500 individuals every day in order to get 
through in the time prescribed by law. How 
they will manage to do this is a puzzle, for 
ander the law, there is no room to skip 
cases on which there is not complaint. The 
receiver is not allowed to enter a piece of 

for taxation until the equalizing 
board has passed upon the returns. The 
personnel of this board is a matter of great 
fmportance. It is as follows: 

President, C. A. Howell, Collins district; 


W. L. Hawes, Adamsville district; Jeremiah | 


Gilbert, South Bend district; W. P. Johnson, 
fuckhead district; Joseph Chapman, East 


Point district. 

Tax Receiver T. W. Armistead is ex-officio 
secretary of the board, and both he and Tax 
Collector A. P. Stewart are expected to ren- 
Wer it valuable assistance. 

Mr. C. A. Howell, the president of the 
board, was asked how the equalizers would 
proceed in order to get the work done well 
in the short time allowed by law. He gave 
his ideas briefly and in a general way. 

“We have only been organized a short 
time,” said he, ‘“‘and the law does not allow us 
to go to work until the first.of May, so we 
have not fully matured a plan. I can only say 
that we will follow the law and do our. best 
to carry it out in both the letter and the 


essence of the law, as I understand 
it, is to equalize the burden of the taxpayers, 
as between individuals, as between localities, 
and as between counties. In the valuation of 
farm lands, several things must be taken into 
consideration. First their productiveness. 
All the taxation is based upon the idea of 
income. Then you must consider circum- 
stances which affect the value of farm pro- 
ducts and increase or diminish the income 
from the land. Among these circumstances 
are such items as the cost of transportation 
of supplies and farm products. The distance 
from market, the distance from a railroad 
gnd the distance from a public road, are all 
to be considered. Accessibility, as it affects the 
comfort of living and the social advantages 
of a place, must be considered in estimating 
the value of property. For example, I know a 
farm on which the owners can hear the 
church bells in Atlanta. It is not more than 
four or five miles off, yet the roads lie in such 
a round-about direction that those people 
must travel efght miles to come to town. You 
may rest assured that when we find two 
farms of the same fertility side by side and 
with the same advantage as the other, their 
owners will pay tax on the same valuation 
per acre. We will judge the land by what can 
be made on it by reasonably good farming. 
If a man is lazy and won’t work his farm, 
that ought not to entitle him to pay less tax 
than his industrious neighbor pays on no bet- 
ter land. Y 
“Te is not our purpose to raise the assess- 
menéso as to niake taxes bnridengome. Among 
other things to be consicered are the prices of 
farm products “dhe year as against another. 
The man who gets 61-2 cents for his cotton 
has a small income in comparison to what he 
had when he got 9 or 10 cents a pound for a 
crop of the same size. The present low price 
of cotton cannot be fgnored in reviewing the 
tax returns. We do not intend to pnt up or 
down the price of property except for good 
reasons. If a man is paying too little, we 
wil) raise his return, if too much in propor- 
tion to what we assess others, we will cut it 
down to the same scale. 
“As to city property, we think the city as- 


sessment will be of some help to us, but we, 


will not be guided by it altogether, for this 
treason. Taxation in Atlanta is limited to 
11-2 per cent. If more than that-is neces- 
sary to meet the needs of the city, the only 
recourse is to raise the assessment. That 
situation tends to carry the city assessment 
above what it mignt otherwise be. Conse- 
_ quently we do not think it fair to the people 
of Atlanta to be guided by this absolutely in 
assessing property for state and county taxa- 
tion, 

“We will do our best to get through the 
work in the thirty days prescribed by law. 
Mr. Armistead, the tax éiver, Is a very 
efficient man and well post He is ex-officto 
secretary of the board and it becomes his 
duty to give us all the information he pos- 
sesses. In addition to that, the five mem- 
bers of the board are taken from different 
parts of the county and are personally fa- 
miliar with the situation of a large part of 
the property they will have to consider.” 

‘In reference to the fact that every member 
of the board lives outside the city of Atlanta, 
Mr. Howell said: : 

“They are all careful and upright men 
and I don’t believe the city or the county will 
have reason to complain of injustice.” |

Anecdotes and Reminiscences Gathered 
from the old Settlers. 


THE OLD CENTRAL —_ RAILROAD. 


The Origin of the Name “A tlanta”’—Firat 
Mayor and Council of the Newly 
Incorporated Town. 


—_—_—-—-—_ 


The Georgia railroad, although it was the 
first, did not long enjoy the honor of being 
the only railroad that came into Marthas- 
ville. The old Central--or, as it was then 
called, the Macon and Western—was only 
a few months behind, and it reached the vil- 
lage in the summer of 1846. | 

It was first intended by the owners of 
the line to build its depot near the present 
roundhouse of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, and consequently the embankment 
was erected that now runs along the side 
of the mineral spring, between Mitchell 
street and the rear of the Atlanta cotton 
factory. They were persuaded, however, 
to abandon their original design, on account 
of a protest entered by the citizens of Mar- 
thasville. It was thought by the citizens 
that the juncture of the two roads, viz.: 
the Central and the Western and Atlantic, 
might alter the business center of the new 
town, and since they had already agreed 
upon a different point, and located their 
property in its vicinity, it was thought ex- 
pedient to inform the management of their 
disapproval. I'he veto had its desired effect, 
and the depot was erected near the present 


carshed. % se , 

It happened, however, that “Cousin 
John” Thrasher, who appears to have been 
very unfortunate in his early speculations 
in Atlanta, bought a very large tract of 
land, containing about a hundred acres, im 
the neighborhood of the original site, sup- 
posing that the railroad authorities were 
agreed in their selection, and hoping there- 
by to realize a large sum of money from his 
shrewd investment. When he heard of 
the alteration, and saw his imaginary 
wealth disappear, he was the maddest man 
that ever abused shoe leather. The “wrath 
of Achilles’ was nowhere. He swore that 
he was done with Marthasville. Unhappily 
for “Cousin John,’ ha kept his word. 
Without waiting for his ire to cool off, he 
sold the property at $400 an acre. He has, 
perhaps, many a time since, in the quietude 
of retrospection, thought over the matter 
disapprovingly, at which times he has no 
doubt realized in the fullest measure of 
regret that anger is a poor counselor. The 
tract of land is today worth scarcely less 
than two million dollars. Thus what was 
lost through hurry might have been saved 
by hesitation. 

The charter for the Central railroad was 
granted in 1833, shortly after the assem- 
bling of the legislature, and was the first 
ever granted in the state of Georgia. It 
was specified that the town of Forsyth, in 
Monroe county, was to be the terminus of 
the proposed track, and that the name of 
the railroad was to be the ‘*Monroe’’ line. 
The completion of the road in 18358, and the 
consequent excitement that attended the 
first trip of the locomotive, led to an ap- 
plication for a new charter, with extended 
privileges, which being granted, it was 
pushed as far as Jonesboro, when failure 
overtook the enterprise, and it was pur- 
chased by another company. The trouble 
occasioned by financial difficulties was the 
eause of the delay in reaching Marthas- 
ville—eight years after the grant of its new 
charter. 

Thus Marthasville was now the terminus 
of three railroads—the (reorgia, extending 
to Augusta; the Central, connecting her 
with Macon, and the Western and Atlantie, 
not yet completed, but slowly moving 
towards the base of Lookout mountain. It 
was only two or three years later wheu the 
West Point road came in from Alabama, 
thus bringing her into commerce with the 
great west. 

It must not be overlooked that Marthas- 
ville in 1846 was only ten years old—a 
mere infant among the other towns of the 
state, many of which were in existence be- 
fore the days of the revolution. Never- 
theless, she already enjoyed a wonderful 

rosperity. I'rom the single log cabin of 

Mr. Ivy she had grown into a large and 
thrifty village. A hundred families were 
now gathered within her homes, while the 
hills in every direction were beginning to 
shake off the severity of their pines and to 
sue for the smile of the cottage and the 
rose! J et her career was only commenc- 
ing. ‘T he great future that lay before her 
was just beginning to whisper its secrets, 
and to pour into her ears a faint prophecy 
of its coming revelations, 

Such events, however, as we have just 
narrated were not compatible with the 
name of Marthasyille.” After the ar- 
rival of the Central railroad the citizens 
Were seized with a sudden desire for a new 
name. For a small village Marthasville 
was good enough, but for a town it was 
not exactly suitable. They wanted a name 
suggestive of brick houses and church 
spires and metropolitan ideas. Accordingly 
the citizens met and deliberated, but with- 
out reaching a final decision. They agreed

Atlanta now enjoyed two excellent hotels, 
“Washington hall,” that grew out of the 
store of Loyd and Collins, built where the 
Markham house now stands; and the old 
“Atlanta hotel,” that stood in the block 
now covered by the Kimball house. Mr. 
7, A. Rice was the owner of the first, and 
I)r. Joseph Thompson was the proprietor of 
the other. 

From 1848 until 1861, barring the few 
years of disorder referred in another para- 
graph, Atlanta enjoyed a career of un- 
broken prosperity. Each year added to her 
“easy circumstances,” and every summer 
that came and went left a part of its sun- 
shine within her gates. She admired other 
cities and copied, now and then, a few of 
their improvements, but she was careful 
to imitate no single example. She drew 
her ideas, as she drew her population, from 
every quarter of the globe, and the immi- 
grant who came into her midst, having 
once breathed the elixir of her hills, was 
satisfied to inhale no other atmosphere. 
Assured of her own destiny, she did not 
envy the good fortune of her neighbors, 
and, overlooking, in her search for pat- 
terns, the examples set by her sister towns, 
she preferred to draw her inspiration from 
the sun as it rose towards the zenith. She 
beheld in the stately rise of the luminary 
the symbol of her own career, and, in its 
full meridian, she saw her own glory er 
figured.

HORRORS OF FORT DELAWARE. 


How Confederate Prisoners Were Treated 
7 in a Yankee Prison. 
Richmond, Va., March 25.—(Specia}.)— 

William’L. Royall‘delivered a lecture here 

Tuesday night, at Richmond theater, 

on “The Life, Times and Reminiscences 

of Private Soldiers of the Confederate 


Mr. Royall was a prisoner of war at 
Fort Delaware, from June, 1864, to June 
1865. In the course of his lecture — he 
stated that the rations furnished the 
prisoners were four ounces of bread and 


one ounce and a quarter of salt pork, when . 


it was pork, or one ounce and  three- 
quarters of fresh beef, when it was fresh 
meat; that they were given.only two meals 
a day, no coffee, but occasionally a small 
cup of thin soup, and that vital statistics 
show that a man compelled to live on this 
amount of food must die of slow starva- 
tion. 

He said he had many times seen prisoners 
scramble over the slop tubs, as they were 
being carried from the kitchen to be emptied 
into the Piver, for pieces of bread or meat. 
He said the prisoners were in open bar- 
racks, practically wthout fire; that the pris- 
on ,regulations only allowed each prisoner 
one blanket; that a friend in the north oc- 
casionally sent him money with which he 
always bought blankets, but that once in 
every two weeks the whole prison was 
“hacked out,” and every blanket except- 
ing one was taken from each prisoner. He 
sali the ;@isoners were half frozen dur- 
ing all the cold. weather: that they never 
had half enough to eat, and that life was 
day by day a succession ‘of miseries that 
could not be described.

A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 


‘A Collision on the Richmond and Danville, 


with Unique Features. 

There was a collision on the Richmond and 
Danville railroad at Lula, Ga., Friday night 
com resulted in considerable damage to the 
road. 

Passenger train No. 11, south bound, was 
waiting at Lula and a north bound freight 
had just made up and pulled out. Going up 
the grade between Lula and. Belton _ the 
freight train broke loose from the engine and 
eighteen heavily-loaded cars started back at 
n high rate of speed. The efforts of the train 
hands and conductor to stop the cars were 
without effect, and it rushed into the rear 
passenger coach while going at a rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour.’ The freight cab 
was smashed like a paper box, badly damag- 
ing one passenger coach and derailing the 
others. Two freight cars loaded with ferti- 
lizers were thrown from the track and 
broken up, their contents being scattered in 
every direction. An engine on the northeast- 
ern track was smashed up in the wreck, and 
the tracks were torn up for several yards 
around. 

Freight Conductor A. Y. Davis was stand- 
ing on the top of his caboose when it struck 
the passenger train, and was thrown.off, but 
received only a few bruises which ‘are not 
considered dangerous. ’ 

How the passengers escaped is a miracle. 
The jar was terrific, and they were knocked 
about in the cars like ten pins. The men on 
the freight train, who jumped off when they 
found that nothing could be done to check it, 
ran to the wreck expecting to find all the pas- 
sengers killed, and were surprised to learn 
that no one required the services of a phy- 
sician. 

The accident was caused by the breaking of 
a pin connecting the cars to the engine.

And it does look as though 
the Seaboard Air-Line is going in for business 
as a free lance. 

Since the circular containiag the notice of 
proposed withdrawal has gone out, there ls a 
fresh lot of gossip about Colouel B. W. Wrenn 
going with the Seaboard as general pa ssenger 
agent. People who hooted at the idea when 
it was first suggested by The Constitution 
shake their heads now and say that there is 
something in the wind. 

“T# Colonel Wrenn does go over to the Sea 
board there will bea rattling of dry bones,”’ 
said a passenger man who is not connected 
with either the Seaboard or the East Ten- 


nessee. 

“As general passenger agent of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, Colonel 
Wrenn has nearly two thousand miles under his 
jurisdiction, but the Seaboard with one-third 
the mileage may offer a very handsome in- 
ducement. There is an opportunity for some 
one to take the Seaboard and make & at 
passenger traftic line out of it. To me it looks 
as if the Seaboard intends to whoop things up 
from Atlanta territory north, and from the 
north into Atlanta territory.” 

The Seaboard expects to put on @ schedule 
into Atlanta at an early date. 


ROADS UNDER WATER.

THROUGH WITH ITS .WORK. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Leaves this Morning. 

The interstate commerce commission finished 
its investigation here yesterday by 2 o'clock. 

The melon case which had been continued from 
Thursday was the last disposed of. 

No decision hus been given in any of the cases 
and it may be a month or more before the com- 
mission’s judgment is known. 

Today the commissioners leave for Chattanooga. 

Their sessions in Atlanta were largely at- 
tended bv the railroad men. The commission 
does not accomplish all that was expected of 
it when the law creating it was enacted. If 
the commission finds that a railroad has vio- 
lated the interstate law,a case has to be 
brought ina federal court to punish the of- 
fender. These prosecutions have not, as a 
rule, resulted in accordance with the finding 
of the commission’s investigation. 


AGAINST THE ROADS 


The State of South Osarolina Gets a 
Decree in the Tax Suit. 

Charleston, 8. C., March 26.—A decree was 
filed in the United States court here today di- 
recting the raiiroads in the state to pay into 
the court the amount of taxes based on the old 
assessments, and directing the clerk of the 
court to turn the money over to the state. The 
suit grew out of an attempt on the part of 
the state authorities to raise railroad assess- 
ments which was resisted. The railroads made 
® tender of taxes based on the old assessments, 
but the state refused to receive the money. 
Subsequently the state applied to the courts to 
be allowed to receive it. All the roads have 
taken out injunctions restraining the state from 


levying on their property. The matter wiil

That Can’t Be Disputed. 
From The Birmingham Age-Herald. 

Our Oleveland friends, and they are fa 
large and influential element in this communi- 
ty, having had their burst of enthusiasm, it 
is as well that we take a business view of the 
situation that confronts us.

The Supreme Court of Georgia Hands 
Down Decisions, 


THREE NEGROES TO BE HANGED, 


One Will Be for a Orime for Which An- 
other Negro Was lynched—An 
Impertant Telegraph Case. 


‘Decisions were handed down by the supreme 
court of Georgia yesterday in about forty cases. 

In three cases where the defendants had 
been sentenced to death, the judgment of the 
lower court was allowed to stand. 

The parties who are to hang are Candus 

Gardner, for the killitig of Isaiah Minifield ag. 
Brunswick; Ed Banks, for the killing of 
Willie Belvin in Macon county, and Elijah 
Chavos, for the killing of H. A. Culpepper, 
deputy sheriff, at Waycross. , 
_ A peculisrincident in connection with the 
last case was that another man had been 
lynched for the same crime by mistake before 
the defendant was arrested. 

In the case of Jackson, who had been sen- 
tenced to hang forthe murder of Bee Brown 
in Wilcox county, a new trial was granted. 

No Decision Yet. 

No decision hag been reached as yet in the 
case of the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
railroad v. the Georgia railroad, involving the 
right of the former to enter the city of Atlanta 
over the right of way of the latter, and also 
involving the validity of special charters 
granted to railroad companies by the legisla- 
ture since the adoption of the general rai 
neoorporation law. 

An Important Decision. 

One of the most important of the recent rul- 
ings of the court is theé@ite of Chapman vy, 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which was decided yesterday. 

It has long been a mooted question as to 
whether damages could be recovered egainst ao 
telegraph company for mental distress on ac- 
countof the nondelivery of a telegram. In 
some of the states damagesof this kind have 
been allowed, in others they are 
not recoverable, In a majority of the states it 
seems that the question has never been passed 
upon by the courts of last resort. 

The holding of the supreme court in this 
case is that ‘‘a person to whom a telegraphic 
message was addressed and sent, informing 
him of the desperate illness of his brother, and 
requesting him to come, is not entitled to re- 
cover of the telegraph company da on 
account of the mental pain and suffering al- 
Tt: to have resulted to the plaintiff from 
the failure of the company to deliver him the 
message in due time, and from delaying de- 
livery until too late to take the Jast train 
available for reaching the brother before 
his death occurred.”’

No arguments will be heard by the court 
untii the second Monday in April, at which 
time the Atlanta circuit will be taken up. In

Third Party Meeting in Burke, 

Waynesboro, Ga., March 26.—(Special.) 
The published call of the people’s party 
resulted in fifty-eight advocates responding 
in a mass meeting here today. They met 
first in the Masonic hall and decided to 
repair to the courthouse yard to organize. 
It was in the hall that the fifty-eight mem- 
bers were counted. In the courthouse yard 
a number of colored men and our citizens 
generally gathered around to hear what 
they could of this new movement. ) 

Mr. W.C.Sandeford was made chairman 
and John T. Wilcox, secretary. aptain 
W. F. Walton addressed the meeting on 
the objects of the call, the importance of 
the occasion and the failure of both demo- 
cratic and republican party to give 
relief to the people, ending in praises of the 
St. Louis convention and its platform. 

The Party Organized. 

Chairman Sandeford then. read the 
St. Louis platform, which was adopted. 
The work of organization: was perfected 
and the election of committees from the 
militia districts was completed. At the 
conclusion of the meeting some one pro- 
posed three cheers for Congressman Wat- 
son. Everybody seemed afraid he was do- 
ing something wrong and wondering what 
his neighbors would think of him for join- 
ing the people’s party. The impression 
here ig that all the advocates of the new 
party here are either candidates or will!

ALL IS QUIET. 


In Regard to the Behring Sea Ag- 
itation. . 


THE PRESIDENT WILL BE ENDORSED, 


The Senators Uneasy Over the 
Leaking of News, 


AGAINST WHICH THERE IS NO REMEDY. 


The Treaty Will Be Ratified Monday or 
Tuesday, with a Modus Viven- 
di Attachment. 


Washington, March 26.—(Special.)— 
While discussion rages over the status of 
the Behring sea treaty, now supposed to be 
hidden in the inffermost consciousness of 
the senate, the statement can once more be 
positively made that the treaty, with a 
modus vivendi attachment, will be ratified 
early next weck. Every precaution that 
the senate could take was taken to keep 
secret the proceedings yesterday. As on 
the previous day, every one of the execu- 
tive employes, with the exception of Sec- 
retary McCook and Sergeant-at-Arms Val- 
entine, were excluded. In short, every av- 
enue through which information conld es- 
cape was believed to be closed. It was 
fully developed in yesterday’s sub-rosa 
discussion that the treaty will be ratified 
and the formal ratification may take place 
Monday, unless some of the speeches yet 
to be made are longer than those in charge 
of the treaty expect them to be. 


Senators Want to Talk. 


There is no opposition to the treaty, but 
yesterday it was easily apparent that sev 
eral senators desire to ventilate the much- 
vexed question with thoroughness. This 
may delay action until Tuesday, but the 
probabilities are that the executive session 
of Monday afternoon will settle the whole 
matter. 

As to the desirability—the necessity—of 
a renewal of the modus vivendi, there are 
two opinions, and unless some great change 
of opinion takes place within the next for- 
ty-eight hours, the treaty will make its pub- 
lic debut with a proviso in its make-up that 
will make the treaty nothing more than a 
diplomatic ornament, unless the modus 
vivendi is renewed. Senators who 
have given the matter a_— great 
deal of thought are convinced 
that arbitration can only be founded 
safely on the conditions which existed be- 
fore the late modus vivendi expired. 


Harrison Will Be Endorsed. 

President Harrison, it is stated, will have 
no reason to complain of senatorial action 
in this matter. There is absolute unanim- 
ity to supporting him in all he has done or 
seems likely to do. In fact, some few sen- 
ators—republicans and democrats—have in- 
timated that the president might safely 
have acted with more rapidity and greater 
vigor, and yet have been in touch with pop- 
ular sentiment. 

In every debate on the treaty—and es- 
pecially was this so yesterday—there has 
been an entire absence of anything that 
could possibly be construed into a political 
movement. The party lines were all down. 
There were no changes in the Behring sea 
situation today so far as the state depart- 
ment was concerned. | 

Nothing from Salisbury. 

No communication has been received 
from Lord Salisbury in answer to the pres- 
ident’s latest note, and until some answer 
does come, it is not thought likely that 
anything definite will be done by the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government. Not- 
withstanding the sensational stories that 
have been published recently about the 
great excitement and activity noticeable 
about the departments, business really 
seems to be moving along in about the 
same matter-of-fact sort of way as before 
the Behring sea matter was thought to 
have reached a critical stage. At the navy 
department, where one would imagine ad- 
mirals and commodores hurrying around 
from room to room in breathless haste and 
tumbling over heads of bureaus in their 
eagerness to launch gunboats and get ready 
for action, the picture is by no means what 
it has been painted.. In point of fact, it 
would be a difficult matter to discover any 
unusual excitement whatever. 

The Rockwell Case. 

There has not been a contested election 
case before congress in many years that 
has attracted such universal attention as 
that of Noyes vs. Rockwell, from the EI- 
mira district of New York. 

The case is one of those close and deli- 
cate ones that affords a good argument on 
either side. Noyes claims to have been 
elected by sixteen votes, and Rockwell 
claims the election by twenty-one. 

Rockwell's case was badly argued before 
the committee, and a majority of demo- 
crats and all the republicans decided the 
case in favor of Noyes, the republican. 
Judge Cobb, of Alabama, and Mr. Gilles- 
pie, of Pennsylvania, both able lawyers, 
studied the case thoroughly and. decided to 
make a minority report in favor of allowing 
Mr. Rockwell to retain the seat which he 
now occupies. They will probably be 
joined by Mr. Paynter, of Kentucky, in 
the minority report, and an interesting 
contest will be had on the floor. But the 
case will be decided solely on its merits, 
and not as a partisan matter, unless it 
be considered partisan for members to give 
the benefit of a doubt, where a doubt 
exists, to their own party man. * 

The phase of the case which makes it 
most interesting is that Mr. Rockwell comes 
from Senator Hill’s district and is a per- 
sonal friend of the New York senator. For 
this reason, Senator Hill has interested 
himself in the case in just such a manner 
as any democrat would interest himself 
in the case of a democratic friend whom he 
believed was fairly and honestly elected. 
Because Senator Hill saw fit to discuss the 
case with several democratic members of 
the house, his enemies within the party 
have attempted to make it appear that he is 
trying to bulldoze the democrats of the 
house. It is like everything else that is 
before the democratic party of the country 
now. An effort is being made to convert 
it into a Hill-Cleveland fight. 

It does seem that the democrats gre fight- 
ing each other with more bitterness und 
flerceness than they are fighting the repub- 
licans.

Colonel Kilgore is, perhaps, 
the finest specimen of physical manhood 
of the two. He is as active when astraddle 
the back of a horse as a cowboy of twenty. 
During pleasant weather in Washington he 
can be seen almost any afternoon gallop- 
ing over the country roads around Wash- 
ington. And he is more at home on horse- 
back than anywhere else.

Berlin, March 26.—(Copyrighted, 1892, by 
the New York Associated Press.)—The emper- 
or means to give himself and his new minis- 
ters a period of rest from parliamentary wor- 
ries by the immediate prorogation of both the 
reichstag and landtag. The former body will 
be prorogued next week for an indefinite 
period. The landtag will be .nofAinally pro- 
rogued until the end of October, but it will 
not meet again for business until the new 
house is elected. In view of the suspension of 
parliamentary life, it will be futile to study 
how the political groups will rearrange them- 
selves under the Prussian ministerial changes. 
Members of the center party in the reichstag 
are already in revolt and are ready to vote 
any way so as to defeat the government, but 
they are powerless, as the remaining business 
stands, to do more than assist in rejection of 
minor items of the budget. 

When Count Eulenberg, the new president 
of the Prussian council of ministers, and Dr. 
Von Bosse, new minister of ecclesiastical 
affairs, meet the lower house of the Prussian 
affairs, meets the lower house of the Prussian 
diet Monday their attitude, if it can be pre- 
cicted, will be distinctly friendly towards the 
conservatives and centrist groups. Count Von 
Eulenburg’s whole record is inconsistent with 
any policy tending to an alliance of conserva- 
tives with the national liberals, under con- 
ditions giving the liberals an imprint to 
government legislation. Both he and Dr. Von 
Bosse are bent to find some method of rec- 
onciling the Catholics between the adjourn- 
ment of the landtag and elections. 

The ministers can hope to renew the pact 
with the clericals and then appeal to their 
constituencies. This may so alter the bal- 
ance of parties as to enable Von Eulenburg 
to defy any possible liberal coal!tion. 

Yon Eulerburg’s enemies say that he has 
the suppleness of an eel, and that he will 
work to win with a conservative and mod- 
erate liberai or co-servative and clerical al- 
lisuce. In the meevntime, it is ascertained 
that he means to try to prevent an estrange- 
ment with the clericals concerning his rela- 
tions with Chancellor Von Caprivi. Nothing 
is surer than that the latter opposed the ap- 
peintment of Von Eulenburg as his successor 
as president of the council, knowing, as he 
dil, that Von Eulenturg, as Prussian premier, 
weuld be a dangerous rival for the imperial 
cnancellorship.

A STRANGE STORY FROM DADE, 


Which Grows Out of the Cole City 
Tragedy, 


HIS COUNSEL'S STRONG APPEAL 


Saves Wilson Palmer from the Gallows. 
His Family an Influential One 
In the Community. 


Mr. J. W. Echols, who returned from Dade 
ccunty yesterday, gives an interesting account 
of the trial of Wilson Palmer, one of the 
seven convicts who made the desperate. break 
for liberty at the coal mines last year. 

Seven convicts were in the plot, and three 
of them were killed, and others wounded. 
They also killed one guard and wounded 
ochers. 

Wilson Palmer, one of the four survivors, 
was tried lust fali, convicted and condemned 
to be hung. Wayman, the negro who was 
sentenced at the same time, has already ex- 
p ited his crime on the gallows. There 
seemed to be nothing but a few days between 
Wilson Palmer ani eternity. 

The court had arpreinte¢t McCutchen & Shu- 
mate to defend him, and seeing his desperate 
predicamena they tried to do their: best. 

VYne duty of the attorney was to coms« 
municate with friends. Wiison Palmer is 
not the man’s real name. He belongs to an 
inuuential family in Pennsylvania, and when 
Colonel Sh. mate fcuni this out he proposed 
to write them, for they knew nothing of the 
man’s fate. 

Falmer objected. He said he would rather 
d.» than inflict sc much misery and shame 
upon his brothers and his mother. Something 
moved Colonel Shumate to write anyhow, 
aud he did. The family at Pittsburg em- 
pluyea Colorel J. W. Echols, who came down 
as counsel ussometed with McCutchen & Shu- 
mate. They got u new trial, and in the face 
of an almost furious public sentiment, they, 
secured a verdict of guilty with recommenda- 
tion to mercy. 

The plea was an vnusual one. Colonel Shu- 
mate made an able argument in the 
opening and then Solicitor A. W. Fite made @ 
speech that mad> the hair rise on the jury’s 
heads, and caused the prisoner’s counsel te 
tremble for their client. 

Colonel Echols, in closing for the defense, 
acgued that there were two grades of murder 
--cognized in modern jurisprudence, and for 
the second cspital prnishment had practically 
been abandone:?!. The first was murder by 
poisoning, iving in wait, in the commission 
cf rape, arson o- burglary; all others were of 
tue second grade. and punishable by life con- 
finement in the petritentiary. 

Upon this und upon the plea of the vicarious 
sufferings of the family, the jury was moved 
te a recommendation to mercy. 

That verdics, anit the life sentence were 
given yesterday. 

Then cane thieats of violence, and Mr. 
Echols got an order from Judge Milner to 
meve the prisoner to Chattanooga, to remain 
there one day, and be taken to the Dade coal 
mines if no order from the principal keeper 
jutervened. Mr. Echols came to Atlanta and 
~20t an ord:: from Principal Keeper Jones 
tv bring Palmer to Atlanta. The order went 
by telegraph to Chattanooga, but up to a 
late hour its delivery was not reported. 

Mr. Julius Brown has consented to a trans- 
fer ui the prisoner to another lessee, and this 
is what Mr. Ecbol« is working for, with a 
view to the prisoner's safety. 


UNDER THE WATER. 


All the Tracks in South Georgia Are 
Submerged. 

Macon, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)}—Reports 
coming in this afternoon show serious wash- 
outs on ail the railroads. <A large washout on 
the East Tennessee, near West Lake, causes 
the trains on that road to besent around by 
Americus over the Southwestern and over the 
same road to Helena. A washout on the 
Georgia Soutifern, near Sofkee, is delaying all 
trains on that road. 

A freight train on the Buena Vitta exten- 
sion ran into a washout this afternoon, and 
wrecked two cars, but no one was hurt. The 
Columbus branch is under water for 100 feet 
between Flint river and Beaver creek, and all 
the trains have been abandoned. The Mobile 
and Girard is under water for a mile at Lyn- 
wood.

A WAREHOUSE BURNED, 


And Two Hundred and Fifty Bales of Cot 
: ton Is Destroyed. 
At Morelind, Ga., a small station on the 
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His Fame Is Growing. 

When Sidney Lanier laid down the bur- 
den of life on the very threshold of his 
brilliant career it was, perhaps, without 
one cheering dream of the after-glory 
which would make his name illustrious. 
He had “dipped into the future,” but he 
knew not what awaited him there—his 
fame seemed far-off and uncertain. 

But being dead, the Georgia poet 
speaks—in tones that reach around the 
world. The seed sown in his life has 
blossomed in his death, and from his 
grave he speaks, and the world enrap- 
tured listens. 

At this time he is the theme of the 
scholar and the critic. His recently pub- 
lished poems have attracted universal 
interest. The great literary reviews and 
magazines contain rich mention of him. 
Dead, they salute him, admit his genius 
and crowd the laurels in his clustering 
wreath. He is the first poet of the south, 
and takes his high place with the first 
poets of America. His fame is growing 
fast; it is not bounded by a section, but 
is becoming universal. The English crit- 
ics pay high tribute to his genius and 
he is honored from afar. 

Georgia.is proud of her poet—the truest 
she has ever had. His work is a model 
for poets the world over—a joy and an 
inspiration to the humblest reader. The 
great secret of its lasting charm is truth, 
and the high moral purpose back of the 
work; a purpose in itself beautiful and 
crowning with deathless beauty all things 
that come within reach of its rare 
influence. 

We need no marble to perpetuate the 
memory of such a man. His fame is his 
country’s, and it will gather glory while 
his country lives. Silently he passed from 
the scenes his genius glorified,—so softly 
he withdrew from the crowd of singers, 
his passing was scarcely felt. But after 
awhile the world missed him, and remem- 
bering his music, sang his sweet songs 
again and crowned him master, as it does 
today. — 

Lanier will live. The world will not 
let him die. Day by day, it is making up 
its verdict; day by day his name rings 
through the land; and now the greeting 
comes from over-seas and hails the dead 
poet of Georgia as one worthy of the 
immortals. 


The Wall Street Triumph, 

We print elsewhere another communi- 
cation from “A Democrat,” which is 
well worth reading. It touches on a very 
sora spot in our polities. We cannot 
afford to ignore the power of Wall street, 
as recent events have shown. If the 
money power has not won a victory in 
the house of representatives, it has come 
very close to it. 

We notice that The New York World 
and other professed democratic papers 
are disposed to regard the result of the 
debate on the free coinage bill as a tri- 
umph. As far as it goes, it is surely a 
triumph for Wall street nnd the lobby 
which it has sationed at Washington, 
but we think it is too early to say that 
it is a victory for the democratic party. 
It may satisfy the east, where the repub- 
licans have a standing majority, but we 
do not see how The Constitution and the 
other democratic hewspapers can con- 
veniently use it as an argument to pre- 
vent the democratic alliancemen from 
going into the third party.

We ask 
Editor Pulitzer to explain the matter. 


The Cotton Problem. 

Just at this time, pending The Consti- 
tution’s inquiry concerning the practica- 
bility of reducing the cost of cotton pro- 
duction, it will be of interest to reproduce 
some of the points contained in a recent 
article in The Baltimore Manufacturers’ 
Record, from the pen of Felix Frem- 
erey, of Galveston, Tex. 

Mr. Fremerey is a recognized author- 
ity on cotton culture, and his views will 
command attention. He boldly declares 
that he does not look for higher prices 


as the result of a reduced acreage, and 
says: 

In our opinion the times of hi h-pric : 
‘ton have gone forever, and hennnes prerends 
to continue the culture of this staple are fac- 
ed with the alternative of carrying the culture 
proper on a@ more radical and scientific ba- 
Bis, thereby improving quality and producing 
a much larger yield to the acre than here- 
tofore, and by constantly keeping a watchful 
eye upon the great progress that is actually 
being made in the manufacture of various 
kinds of cotton harvesting machinery, or of 
a ee now already greatly endan- 
gcred monopoly of the cotton ¢ 
southern states. ee

The greatest drawback of cotton culture 
has at all times been the heavy expense for 
picking the staple,which amounts to more than 
fh per cent of the ccsts of production, but 
not the remarkable progress in improving cot- 
ton harvesting machinery justifies the hope 
that the year 18% will witness the satisfacto- 
ry solution of this important matter. There 
fre actually some three or four picking ma- 
chines in the market, for the capacitites of 


, Wiis more or less claims are made. 
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We confess not to have much faith in the 
proposed reduction of the cotton acreage in 
this country, as we know the difficulty of 
bringing farmers to 2 common action, and as 
we also know that the growing generation, 
Loth white and colored, are not easily wean. 
ed from occupations that they have performed 
from their childhood. 

It is quite possible that our views may be 
wrong. Admit this, and consequently the re- 
duction of cotton culture becoming a fact, 
which in all probability would tend to raise 
its depressed price—how long, then, let ts 


ask, would it last before overproduction would 
again occur? One single season; no more, to 


be sure! 

The United States has hitherto almost mo- 

the cotton culture of the world, 

and we can see no reason why she should in 
a first critical moment decide to turn this 
costly privilege over to other nations; this, 
so much the less, as this country has once 
more proved her mechanical preponderance 
in devising efficient machinery for cheapen- 
ing the ~roduction of this valuable staple. 

If the faamers would now undertake to do the 
rest in treating this culture in a better light of 
scicnce and economy,which would enable them 
to raise twice the amount of cotton on thé 
game acreage, twe could without great sacri- 
fice smoothly slide over the enormous price 
reduction in making money out of that 
growta even at low prices, and we would at 
the same price provoke the manufacture of 
many useful articles that only can be made 
from cheap material, of which the stability 
is more or less assu 

By producing more cotton on the same 
rumber of acres other parts of the farm 
could be devoted to raising food for men and 
bepsts, and the balance to such plants, of 
which we are importing the products from 
foreign countries for thirty or forty millions 
of dollars, to wit, herap, Jue, ramie, okra, etc. 

™n following such a track we would not 
oly shorten the duration of the crisis which 
threatens to leatruv our welfare, but we would 
alsc in a larg? measure modify the effects of 
a catastrophe throvgh which the cotton indus- 
try. both agelcultural and mercantile, has to 
pess, and at the same time open new paths 
fur industrial enterprise, of which we stand 
so much in nee]. 


Mr. Fremerey dwells at great length 
upon the activity of other countries in 
cotton production, and seems to fear 
their dangerous competition. The Record 
takes issue with him on this point, but 
fully agrees with him as to the necessity 
of reducing the cost of production, 
It says: 

We agree fully. however, with the sugges- 
tion that the ccst of raising and picking cot- 
tor. mvrst be largely reduced. There is no 
cecape from the fact that low prices for cot- 
ton may rule fcr en indefinite period, Tem- 
porary conditious miay create higher prices 
for a time, bus the return to low valves is 
juevitable. Ihe production of cotton fs in 
excess of the requirements of the spinners of 
the world, and so Icug as this condition con- 
tiunves depressed prices must prevail. Assum- 
ing that it is possible to reduce very mate- 
riully the acrage of the past season, a smalier 
crop next yeir might induce better prices, 
but this would be immediately followed by 
ao increased acreage, a larger crop and a re 


turn of low prices.

No question «f such vital importance as the 
cetton problem confronts the south today, and 
we shall be glad to see the matter discussed 
fu'ly and freely im ali its many phases. Be- 
rond doubt the remedy for the present evil 
of a large cottoa crop les in reducing the cost 
of production, and in this direction there is 
ovened a limitivss opportunity for tl exer- 
cise of invention and ingenuity. 

These opinions of leading experts 
should be read in connection with The 
Constitution’s interviews and correspon- 
dence with leading planters. We must 
solve the cotton problem without delay, 
and the southern planters need all the 
light from every ssurce that can be 
thrown upon the situation. 


As to the Democratic Nominee. 

The Charleston News and Courier 
wants to know whether The Constitution 
will support Mr. Cleveland if he is nom- 
inated by the Chicago convention. This 
inquiry, coming from a newspaper which 
has been jiggering with Wall street doo 
trine, and which is a free trader in 
Charleston and a protectionist on the sea 
islands, is a piece of amusing imperti- 
nence; but it is on the line of peanutism 
which the Charleston paper has been 
pursuing for several years. 

The Constitution has no personal ob- 
jection to Cleveland, and if the Chicago 
convention should see fit to fly in the 
face of events and nominate him, we 
should support him more effectively than 
the peanut editors who are now making 
such an ado. The only objection The 
Constitution has to Mr. Cleveland is his 
weakness. That is the sum and substance 
of our opposition to his nomination. We 
are of the opinion that when the demo- 
crats go about making a nomination, the 
welfare of the party should be taken into 
consideration; we believe, in other words, 
that the democratic party instead of 
courting defeat, should go in to win. 

We are figmly convinced that Mr. Cleve- 
land is‘a bigger man than the peanut 
editor of Charleston, for instance, but 
we are sure that he is not bigger than 
his party. We believe that the democratic 
leaders owe more to the party than they 
do to Mr. Cleveland; we believe that the 
party owes more to the people who 
depend on its success than it does to any 
man. 

Believing thus, we are not in favor of 
nominating Mr. Cleveland; we are not in 
favor of nominating any man who can- 
not give the party promise of success. 
Mr. Cleveland's weakness may be a sad 
fact, but it is likewise a strong fact. The 
party can ignore it, of course, but that 
would not make it any less a fact. The 
trouble about it all is that it is a fact 
which has been demonstrated. If Mr. 
Cleveland could not carry the country in 
1888, with the power and influence of 
a democratic administration behind him, 
how can he carry it in 1892, with no 
respectable democratic following in his 
Own state, and with the alliance demo- 
crats ready to go into the third party 
the moment he is nominated? 

We have asked these questions before, 
and they have never been answered. We 
have never seen any attempt on the part 
of Mr. Cleveland’s friends to answer 
them. When the peanut editors are con- 
fronted by them, the only reply they 
make ig to fill the air with quotations 
from republican organs to the effect that 
Senator Hill is a terrible rascal. This 
sort of thing may be satisfactory to 
the peanut editors, and it certainly seems 
to be congenial, but will it be satisfac- 
tory to the people? Mr. Cleveland may be 
the greatest man the world has ever seen 
—the most honest and the most virtuous— 
but if he cannot carry the country, what 
good will his nomination do? What 
reforms, what relief will defeat bring 
about? Of what avail is true goodness 
in a candidate if it is to be employed as 
a lever to turn the country over to the 
republican spirits of evil? 

the point we desire to make for the 
benefit of our peanut contemporary at 
Charleston is that the personal prefer- 
ences of The Constitution in the matter 
of candidates do not amount to a row of 
pins. We have none that will net be 
giadly surrendered in behalf of party 
harmony and party success. We believe 
Hill preferable to Cleveland as a candi- 
date simply and solely because we 
believe Hill can win. His strength has 
been demonstrated. If he had been a can- 
didate for the presidency and had suffer- 
ed defeat, we should oppose his nomi- 
nation just as we oppose the renomination 
of Mr. Cleveland. We shall have the sat-

The Central Railroad Case. 


The: Speyer loan seems to have cut 
some figure in the case of Mrs. Rowena 
Clark vs. Central Railroad et al., now 
pending before the United States court 
in Macon, where the plaintiff with fifty 
shares of stock wants a permanent 
receiver appointed for $30,000,000 worth 
of property, because she did not know 
that the road had been leased until she 
had received her last dividend, and was 
informed by her counfel that he had 
found “ultra vires” lying around loose 
in the transactions connected with the 
lease, 

It is not our purpose to discuss a case 
pending in court, but we do want to say 
something about this lease. The Central 
railroad has had a floating debt ever 
since the Goodwater extension of the 
Central was made between Columbus 
and Birmingham under Mr. Raoul’s man- 
agement. The bonds of the company were 
never sold to cover this indebtedness and 
for various other additions to the prop- 
erty but temporary loans were made 
from various parties from time to time, 
hoping that the market would get better 
for southern securities, and a better price 
would be obtained for their bonds. 

Last fall the financial condition was 
such that the Central had to meet these 
loans all at once, and when money was 
harder to get than it has ever been in 
New York. The officers of the Central 
negotiated this loan at that time for one 
year on satisfactory terms, and ijt was 
a great favor to the company for Messrs. 
Speyer & Co. to make the loan. We have 
no doubt that if we have any able finan- 
cilers among the critics of this financial 
transaction, Messrs. Speyer & Co. can 
be easily induced to part with this loan 
to them. In fact we can promise that 
it will be done if any one wants it—on 
the same terms and conditions. 

The Railroads in Georgia. 

The condition of the railroads in Geor- 
gia ought to satisfy the most valiant oppo- 
nent to these very necessary corpora- 
tions in this or any other state. 
We are led to believe by § the 
action of some of the _ statesmen 
in congress that the financial 


condition of this country was never bet- 
ter; that we have just the condition we 
have been looking for ever since the 
organization of this government; there- 
fore, as far as this class is concerned, 
it would not be fair to attribute the pres- 
ent status of the railroads in the state 
to our depressed financial affairs. 

For the past few years the south has 
led in the number of railroads construct- 
ed, and it has been the pride of sorte 
of our citizens to know that Georgia led 
the south. We find, however, for some 
cause the following railroads in this state 
in the hands of receivers, and virtually 
held and administered by the courts in 
this state, to wit; Marietta and Nerth 
Georgia, Augusta, Gibson and Sanders- 
ville, Georgia Southern and Florida, 
Macon and Birmingham, Macon and 
Atlantic, Wadley and Mt.Vernon, Geor- 
gia Central, Atlanta and Florida, Blue 
Ridge and Atlantic, Chattanooga South- 
ern, Darien Short Line and Hartwell 
Branch. This comprises fully two-thirds 
of the railroad mileage in the state, and 
it certainly does not present a very 
attractive picture to men who want to 
invest their money. 

It is a disagreeable duty to have to 
present these facts, but it is a duty we 
owe to our state to warn the conserva- 
tive people that if investments in this 
kind of property are to be treated by our 
legislatures, courts and newspapers as 
if they had no rights, and are to be 
administered as if they were simply con- 
tributions to the public, there will be 
very soon an end to the matter. Only 
a few years ago Georgia was granting 
state aid to build railroads in this 
state. This was sadly abused, and we 
now confront a condition of state aid 
to destroy railroads about as unwisely 
used as*the former plan. The hero of the 
day is the man who can trump up any 
kind of a suit to embarrass a railroad 
and put it in the hands of a receiver. 
Plenty of briefiess barristers will rally 
around him and play before the court 
simply for “gate money.” 

In the end Georgia is the loser in all 
these cases, and the verdict is being rap- 
idly made up not to buy stocks or bonds 
in railroads, x

SILENT JUDGES. 


No Intimation Given of the Outcome of 
the Central Case, 


BUT FEW IN FAVOR OF A. RECEIVER 


A Plan of Reorganisation Is Outlined in 
the Event the Road Goes Back 
to the Directors. 


Ths United States court has been eh- 
gaged in Macon during the past week con- 
sidering the application for the appoiut- 
ment of a receiver for the Central railroad. 
Judge Don A. Pardee, of Louisiana, 
judge of the United States circuit court 
for the states of Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas, 
and Judge Emory Speer, of the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia, presided. 

Judge Speer the people of Georgia are 
well acquainted with. Judge Pardee is a 
man of distinguished appearance, and is 
well acquainted with the character of the 
cases now being heard by the court. Ho 
has probably heard more cases of the kind 
than many of the circuit court judges in 
the United States. He shows great fa- 
miliarity with the decisions and is a pa- 
tient, painstaking judge. Now and then he 
cuts the argument of the lawyers in the 
middle, but always in a courteous manner 
and to the point, 

The courtroom has been crowded and the 
interest general. The local papers seem to 
be under the impression that matters looked 
like a receiver was to be appointed. How 
they arrived at this conclusion it is difficult 
to ascertain. Certainly, the court did not 
at any time drop any such intimation, and 
judging from a close and careful investiga- 
tion as the case was being heard, one is 
under the impression that the judges 
have not divulged their opinion on the 
merits of the. case to any one. It will be 
decided Monday or Tuesday, probably, 
and until the decision is rendered it can be 
accepted that most of the predictions of 
what it will be will be guess work, pure 


and simple.

Several parties attending the court during 
the week had considerable fun about who 
the probable receiver would be, should the 
court find it ne to appoint one. The 
receivership of thirty million dollars’ worth 
of property is decidedly a rich plum, and it 
is an easy matter to tickle the hope of any 
ordinary mortal, during these times, 
with the hope of such a good place. So 
three or four persons enjoyed the tedious 
rainy days in practical jokes on the line of 
encouraging these none. Several men 
from different parts of the state were pres 
ent to hear e case discussed and the 
parties would agree to separately go to a 
man and inspire him with the hope of get- 
ting the place.

A Plan to Reorganize. 

It is well understood that a plan for the 
reorganization of the company will be sub- 
mitted to the board of directors by the 

rincipal creditors if a permanent receiver 
is not appointed. It is understood they 
will insist on selecting a president of the 
board, and ask that they be tted to 
fill three or four places on the board of 
directors. If this is done there will be no 
trouble about the reorganization, and when 
it is done confidence in this great property 
will be restored and the stock greatly en- 
hanced in value. Under no circumstances 
will it be permitted to go into any other 
combination, but be always opera as au 
independent line. The charter of the Cen- 
tral railroad requires that eleven of the 
board of directors shall be citizens of Geor- 
gia. The creditors say they will ea 
Georgia man president of the company, 
and leave eleven Georgians on the board. 

An effort has been made to prejudice the 
case by graphic illustrations of the present 
condition of the passenger depot. was 
destroyed by fire about three months ago, 
and the bare walls during the rainy days 
of last week certainly presented a doleful 
appearance. But Superintendent McBee 
says that the work of rebuilding this depot 
has been delayed by request of some of the 
leading citizens of Macon who were anx- 
ious to have a union depot, and that Cap- 
tain William Hunter, the chief engineer of 
the road, has made plans for three differ- 
ent sites for a new depot, but each place 
has vanished without meterializing. He has 
at last determined to rebuild the old one, 
and bids were submitted last month for 
this purpose, but nothing has been done 
in the matter since the appointment of « 
temporary receiver. 

Captain Hunter says his present plans 
will require more 5 og than the old shed. 
The east wall will torn away and space 
erough added to cover one or two car 
lengths; iron trusses and corrugated iron 
will cover it. The greatest improvement 
will be in the reception rooms and the 
ticket office. It will be a very handsome 
passenger depot if his plans are carried out.

F.ditor Constitution—I regret that circum- 
stcuces have prevented my reading some 
strictures or suggestions which have recent- 
ly appeared in the public prints about work 
Low progressing in our L. P. Giant park. Sug- 
gestious or criticisms are always kindly re- 
ccived by the park commission and are of:- 
ten valuable, but they would be more effect- 
ive if wwade directly to the oilice in the cham- 
ber of commerce buildiag. 

I understand, however, that in this instance 
the complaints are combined chiefly to two 
pcints—the cutting out of indiginous trees 
and the neglect of clearing out and burning 


dead leaves. 

The park is in the hands of an intelligent 
and unsalaried commission, but as it is prob- 
able that 1 am responsible for the matters 
mentioned above, 1 may be pardoned for 
imielly making some personal explanations, 
Now as to thinning out trees, it will be re- 
membered that when work was begun in the 
park nine years ago the place was covered 
with a dense growth of young trees, second 
rrowth, about one-third of wuich were yel- 
ow pine known as lobielly, the original for- 
est having been cleared for farming or mil- 
itury purposes. Now ali students of silva cul- 
ture agree that the treatment of young trees, 
cither native or planted, is a matter of im-

humus or the coating which protects the roots 
ef trees and enriches the soil, The national 
firesty congress recently met in Atlanta. possi- 
bly at my invitation, when this very subject 
was exhaustively discussed elegates were 
here from all parts of the Tinited States, 
from Ganada and. oue from Russia, but very 
few from Atlarita. 

I beg our friendly critics to pardon the 

seeming egotism of this note, which seemed 
unavoidable, and if they will have.a little pa- 
tience they will, I hope, justify the work of 
the commission which has taken charge of 
a piece of somewhat impracticable land, a 
resent, worth froin ten to twenty thousand 
ollars. and transformed it into a, beautiful 
park, which 1s estimated in the city reports 
of 1891 as worth $1,000,000. In this work I 
cannot believe that any member of the park 
eommission has any pecuniafy interest, but 
that it has labored among many difficulties 
to build a pleasure ground, healthful and 
safe for the overworked people of ouf crowded 
city.

THE RELIGIOUS WORLD. 


There are néarly one thotisand relig- 


ious papers published in the United 


States, having a circulation of over three 
million éach issue. None of these are 
dailies. Some are monthlies, and the ma- 
jority are issued once each week. They 
represent alt shades of religions views, 
but the largest circulation is among Bap- 
tists, Oatholics, Methodists and Presby- 
terlans, The Protestant Episcopal are 
probably next in number, and the Con- 
gregationalists, with 150,000 in New Eng- 
land, follow. The statistics appear to 
show that there is one religious paper of 
some sort to every six or seven families 
in the United States. It will be observed 
that this leaves a large part of the popu- 
lation unsupplied. 


The religious weeklies are being hand- 
somely and powerfully supported by the 
leading dailies of the south in an effort 
to suppress gambling in its many forms. 
The pernicious and powerful Louisiana 
lottery received some of its heaviest 
blows from the secular press and recently 
many editorials from great dailies on the 
evil of betting might be reproduced in 
the religious papers with profit. Virginia 
has very recently enacted a law prohibit- 
ing “bookmaking” at races by heavy 
penalties, designed to break up the prac 
tice. The example will be followed and 
improved on until the bet at a horse race 
will be as criminal as the play at faro, 
It is being well argued that races bring 
no pecuniary profit to expositions and 
fairs. They do not draw the paying 
crowd and cost more than the gate money 
brings in. Besides it is urged by those 
who are honestly engaged in improving 
the general industry of the country that 
the mere race horse is wholly useless 
except for gambling purposes. He, does 
not belong to the “laboring classes.” His 
presence at the horse fair is the bar sinis- 
ter on the entire exhibit. The roadster, 
the draft horse, the blooded and well- 
trained carriage horse are needed and 
their development does justice to two 
noble classes of animals—manh and horse 


—but the racer discredits both. 


The first Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation was formed in London, England, 
June 6, 1844, through the efforts of 
George Williams. Seven years after- 
ward, in December, 1851, the first two of 
these associations for America, were or- 
ganized in Montreal, Can., and Boston, 
Mass. The growth was slow until 1866, 
when, at the Albany convention, the 
lines of work were extended and broad 
measures adopted. In 1872 the railroad 
department was organized; then in 1877 
the college department; In 18838 gymna- 
siums were introduced, and in 1888 the 
foreign’ missionary movement was be- 
gun. The Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation is now a well-organized, power- 
ful and extremely useful institution. Re 
ports at this date show about fifteen 
hundred associations, with numerous 
handsome buildings, costing nearly $10,- 
000,000 and annual expenditures for relig- 
fous uses at least $2,000,000. The great 
work is extending steadily in all the 
world, so that as Christianity expands 
the Young Men's Christian Association 
moves along with it in special work for 


young mien. As the auxiliary of all the’ 


evangelical churches its value cannot be 
overestimated. 

It is seriously proposed to hold 4@ great 
congress of religion in September, 1893, 
at Chicago, during the progress of the Co- 
lumbian exposition. Protestants, Catho- 
lics, Greek churchmen, Jéws, Budd- 
hists, Brahmins, Parsees and Moham- 
medans are all invited to meet and hold 
a friendly conference. A seat is free to 
any one who will eccupy it in this council 
and no credentials as a delegate are 
required. It is doubtful whether such a 
body -will or can profitably discuss even 
those qgtiestions on which there might 
be agreement. However, the proposition 
itself shows that the world is becoming 
better acquainted and desires to better 
understand each other’s religious views. 
It is the firm conviction of Christians 
that in the light now being shed abroad 
by the study of comparative religions 
their own must command the world’s 
sanction. The committee having charge 
of.the congress state that the purpose is 
to show how many important truths the 
various religions hold in common, and 
to set forth the foundation of theism and 
the grounds of man’s nearly universal 
trust in immortality. Also to secure from 
learned representative men accurate 
statements of their creeds and the effect 
of each on the general welfare of man- 
kind. These and like objects are announc- 
ed as the purpose of a singular council— 
the first of the kind in the history of the 
human race. 


The bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, will hold their regular 
annual meeting at Nashville, Tenn., on 
Tuesday, May 3d. It is not generally 
known that the bishops of this church are 
fully as subject to the laws of itinerancy 
as the preachers of each conference. No 
one has permanent jurisdiction in any 
state, but all take their appointments for 
the year on a just and unselfish agree- 
ment among themselves. Several annual 
conferences are assigned to each bishop 
and it is rarely the case that no change 
is made. Their duty is extremely arduous 
requiring mych travel, constant preach- 
ing and the care of many churches and 
ministers. At the meeting referred to the 
general interests of the church including 
all its missionary work and publication 
affairs will be closely considered. The 
church over which these ¢minent bishops 
preside has in its actual membership con- 
siderably more than one million pe 
chiefly in the southern and southw m 
states. Its missions are in Japan, China, 
South America, Cuba, Mexico and among 
the Indians. It bestows influential and 
material aid to the negroes who, previous 
to the period of emancipation, belonged 
to that church but are now in separate 
organizations. 


It is well known that the gospel was 
freely and fully preached throughout 
the south to the negroes held in slavery. 
These missions were of course entirely 
supported by the white population at 
a cost exceeding any single mission under- 
taken by any church a cohsequence 
the southefn people tufned over under 
the emancipation acts a population of 
negro Christians whose ancestors had 
been sold to them in a state of barbarism 
by the African slave traders. Nor has the 
interest formerly felt in the morals and 
religious life of the negro abated. All the 
strong churches in the south have kept

Turner and Bishop 
Halsey are among the most prominent 
of negro preachers. The former has 
recently seen Africa and the latter is 
known and trusted. Whenever leaders 
like these propose to transport good men 
of their race to the Dark Continent their 
plans will receive a favorable consider- 
ation.

COCOANUT _ TREES IN FLORIDA. 


Introduced Sixteen Years Ago, the State 
; Could Not Now Do Withoat Them. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 


While the cocoanut tree abounds in south Flor- 
ida, it is not a native of the section, nor has the 
fruit been cultivated here for any great length of 
time. Abouf sixteen years ago a Bahama vesedd 
was wreckéd off the coast, neat Jupiter inlet. 
ene after the waves began bringing the cargo 

among which were found a large number 
of combanute. Residents were’ very few in this 
section at that time, but they gathered together 
and appropriated whatever came to them. 
ese Cocoanuts were considered gre.t prizes 
and were at once planted. The soil was found to 
be indigenous to the growth, and they thrived 
wonderiully. Thus wa< introduced the culture 
of the nat upon the soil of the North Americas 
continent. In Dade county, one of the southern- 
most counties of the state, which has a sea front 
of 150 miles, there are pow groves of great beauty 
containing frivm 100 to 6,000 trees. 

Cocoanut culture is very simpie. The ripe nut 
is plucked from the tree,and the outer husk 
that surrounds it, is put under ground, lightly 
covered with soil. The first shoot should make ites 
appearance in one month after 
often two before it comes. 
foot high it is transplanted to Tt permanent rest- 
ing place. If the nut is plarited as a nursey stock 
the husk is left on, as the young plant is ve 
tender, and it seems that a growth out of the hu 
has a tendency to make strung the reedlike joints, 
if it be first planted where it is to remain the 
husk is usually removed. 

For the tirst year the plant requires careful pro- 
tection fromthe winds, but it ee grows 
hardy, and at the end of six years begins &- 
The blooms make their appearance—a dozen or 
more fingers, looking like grains of corn strun 
on wire about afoot in length. These grains a 
the young nuts. They meee in a year’s time. and 
thereafter, until its death, the tree is never with- 
out fruit, in various stages of ripeness, from & 
tiny lobe the size of a pea to ripe nuts, and there 

not a day in the year when the ripe nuts cannot 

secured. It has been demonstrated in ot 
countries that the cocoanut tree will bear fruit for 
twenty-five years. To what age they live has nos 
been ascertained, 

The trees miuke a most beautiful and imposing 
oes being truly tropical in their appearance. 

8 they dre pianted oniy about twenty feet aparé, 
they east a thick, ——— shade. They are 
evergreen, a8 is most tropical foliage, and theiz 
gracefulness, with the great height they attain 
inakes them a desif«ble addition to a home in 
farsouth.

The old-fashioned method of grating the nut 
has been superseded bya machine for grinding, 
and the residents of the southern country keep on 
hand for their use a fresh supply of home-made 
dessicated cocoanut, from whieh various tooth 
some dishes are repared. The product is becom- 
ing more generally known by reason of its excel- 
lent fiber, and the ‘cloth,’ a strong fibrous bark 
that grows far above the ground and is utilized in

’ A Cool Experiment, 
From The Pittsburg Post. 


Russia is nothing if not practical. The 
other day the military authorities desired to 
find out how much intense cold the infantry 
soldiers could bear during a campaign. An 
experiment suggested itself and it was carried 
out forthwith. 

Eight infantrymen were drawn from the 
ranks at random, aid set to work leveling the 
snow Over a certain; area. Then a tent was 
pitched and its intéfior covered with mats, on 
which was laid fifty-six pounds of straw. The 
men were dressed in heavy gray coats and high 
boots, and using their knapsacks for pillows, 
lay down to sleep at 9 o’clock in the evening, 
with the thermometer at 31 degrses Fahrenheit. 
By 1 o’clock it was 17 in the tent and zero 
outside. The soldiers managed to sleep until 
Fs haps. when the mercury dropped to 4 

low zero and they were compelled to run 
about outside to keep themselves from freeze 
lng to death. 

t is noticeable that the comfort or desires of 
the soldiers were not taken into consideration 
in this matter at all. The Russian government 
has a well-dfilled army, and when it becomes 
necessary to freeze eight,’or éighty, or eight 
hundred men in the furtherance of an experi- 
ment the nen are there, ready to be frozem 
The government, knows that when the mer- 
rae A gets to 4 below zero the soldiers must 
walk about to keep themselves from freezing, 
but when it is at zero outside the tent the oot 
dier within can hope to live till morning 
without getting up.

Whenever menstrual or uterine disorders 
are produced or intensified by such a state 
of the bladder, it becomes a valuable ad- 
junct to other treatment. I have seen 
some very gratifying results from this 
water in chronic cutaneous diseases.”’ 

(ne of the peculiarities of the Buffalo 
Lithia waters is that they do not lose their 
mineral properties after being bottled. Oc- 
easionally a bottle will be found in which 
sulphuretted hydrogen has been generated 
by corkage and agitation, but eminent 
chemists say that this in no way interferes 
with the medicinal properties of the water. 

The water from spring No. 2, as a solv- 
ent for nrinary deposit. is declared by Dr. 
G. Halstead Boyland, late professor of 
surgery in the Baltimore Medical college, 
to be the greatest agency known to medical 
science. In conseguence of this and its 
efficacy in kidney diseases, gout and rheu- 
matism, Dr. Boyland, who is now a mem- 
ber of the facylty of Paris, France, has 
arranged for a regular shipment of the 
water to the French metropolis. 

Among the many prominent persons who 
have been cured of stone in the bladder 
by the use of this water is Hon. Thomas 
H. Holt, governor of North Carolina. 
Speaking of the case, Dr. Laird, the res- 
ident physician, said that Colonel Holt suf- 
fered with repeated attacks of nephritic 
colic. Except as to the usual treatment to 
relieve suffering, he was put upon the 
water of No. 2, and in a few weeks passed 
four calculi of two to three grains each. 
Although he continued to use the water, 
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| SPRING NO. 2, 


after a short interval the attacks returned, 
when he visited the springs, where he used 
the water for six weeks with the best re- 
sults; in ten days he began to discharge 
large quantities of calculi and sand, which 
continued for several weeks. This grad- 
ually diminished, until at the end of six 
weeks there was only occasionally a barely 

rceptible sandy deposit in the urine. It 
is calculated that he passed from one to 
one and a half ounces of calculous matter. 
It is believed by the doctor that these were 
parts of an originally large formation dis- 
solved by the action of the water. 

Just in the rear of the man seen sitting on 
the banister in the engraving is a winding 
stairway down to spring No. The ex- 
cavation is about six feet square and it is 
walled up on all sides with water-proof 
cement. In the center of this underground 
apartment is the wonderful spring, its 
crystal water bubbling up between several 
erevices of large, brown stones. A tube 
with pump attachment connects the spring 
with the building in the rear, where the 
water is bottled. The spring is kept locked 
and its waters are never allowed to waste 
except at night and on Sundays. 

The shipment of water from No. 1 and 
No. 2 goes on all the year. Forty thou- 
sand cases of one dozen half bottles 


each were shipped last year, and from all |

A Lesson on Practice with the Modern 
‘Revolver, | 


BY A VERY -EXPERT MARKSMAN, 


How to Hold the Pistol, and Directions 
About Aiming at an Object—An 
Interesting Article, 


udge Gildersleeve 
never said a truer 
thing than he did one 
day on the bench in 
sentencing a man for 
shooting some one: 
“Iam more afraid of 
a revolver in the 
hands of a careless 
man than I am ofa 
live rattlesnake.” 
And so is every man 
who has had experi- 
ence with firearms. 
at large have no Idea of 
the carelessness with which igno- 
rant men handle all kinds of firearms, 
particularly revolvers. 

Since I opened. my shooting gallery in 
Barnum’s old museum, on Broadway and 
Ann streets, in 1865, I have taught thou- 
sands. Some of my pupils are now the best 
pistol shots in the world. But, during this 
entire time, I have seldom seen a day that 

*] did not have to tell some man how to 
hold his pistol so that an accident might not 


occur. 

There is the nervous man, who fidgets 
with his pistols, and points it first at one 
man and then at another without meaning 


to do so. 

The nervous man is bad enough, but the 
absent-minded man, who points his revol- 
ver at you and forgets all about it until a 
second or so after he has blown your head 
off, is much worse. 

The worst of all pupils, thqugh, is the 
man-who-knows-it-all. Perhaps his grand- 
father may have owned an old musket, and 
he thinks he knows as much about firearms 
as if he had been born and bred in an ar- 
senal. I always look out for that man, and 
I would advisé you to do the same. 

The more a man becomes acquainted 
with revolvers the more careful he becomes. 
Therefore, in explaining here the proper 
way to shoot the pistol, I put at the head 
of my advice the Lest method of handling 
the weapon before it is aimed at the target: 

It is wonderful why more accidents do 
not occur than are recorded, when you stop 
to think that a man can buy a pistol in any 
hardware shop, from a clerk whose knowl- 
edge of weapons is coniined to the cost 
mark on the boxes, and that he carries this 
firearm away with him, totally ignorant of 
its use. 

hirst Lesson in Pistol Shooting. 


In the first place, the best revolver in 
target shooting is of American make, 44 
caliber, army pattcin. ‘The regulation in- 
door range is twelve, twenty-five fifty or 
eoeeney Peat yards; and the out-door, 100 
yards.

in diameter. Round bullets should be used 
and light charges of powder when but be- 
ginning practice, and up to twenty yards. 
When a man walks up to the counter 
on which the weapons rest, and picks up a 
revolver, let him be careful to catch bold 
of the barrel with one hand and the handle 
with. the other, tuyl, before he does any- 
thing else, open the pistol and see whether 
or not it is loaded. 
Never take another man’s word that your 
pistol is not loaded. Bear this in mind. 
After you have satisfied yourself ‘that 
your revolver is empty fit it to your hand. 
But don’t point it at any one during this 
experiment. I have seen more than one 
man knocked down, aud quite rightly, too, 
for pointing a really empty pistol ut pnother 
man while he was fitting ‘t to his hand. 
Always gc on the supposition that your re- 
yolver is loaded. : 
1 give you, too, another rule that the ex- 
pert revolver shot always practices. He 
never touches the trigger until he shoots, 
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THE SAFE WAY TO HANDLE A PISTOL. 


Do not get in the hobit of putting your 
finger inside the guard and fooling around 
the trigger while you are testing your wea- 
pon. 

Directions for Standing. 

When shooting, stand on both 
legs. squarely, with the hees u 
little distance apart and on a straight 
line with each other. This pose 
is natural and easy. Nature gave a man 
two. legs to stand on. Rest your weight 
equally on both legs, your muscles firm, 
but not rigid. If you tighten the tension 
of your muscles you may be able to hold 
one or two or possibly three shots, but you 
will soon overtax yourself and at the end 
of half a dozen shots your hand will trem- 
ble. There is no muscular exertion about 
shooting a revolver except that of holding 
it in the hand. revolver is not a twenty- 
pound dumbbell. You don’t have to strain 
yourself when you aim it at a target, and 
the easier and more natural you pose, the 
less strength you exert, the better will be 
your aim, and the longer your endurance. 

There are several standard ways of 
standing, differing one from the vther as 
to the pose of the body above the. waist. 

The old way came to us from France 
where it originated during the days of the 
duel. The marksman turned his body side- 
ways toward the target, crooking the right 
arm so that the elbow covered the lungs 
and he ducked the head so that the handle 
of the weapon hid the face before the eyes. 
He shielded as far as possible his vital 
parts. This was a great pose in its day and 
Was used by maby noted shots. But the 


. Newer systems of this country have been 
proved to be made better for accurate 


marksmanship. 

ere are three recognized ways of 
standing used in America by the best shots. 
One way is to turn the body from the waist 
Scena extending the pistol arm aimost 
straigat.

: How to Hold the Revolver. 

There is only one way to hold a revolver 
correctly. The barrel. ghould be on a 
straight line with the forearm. Cover as 
much as possible the handle with the palm 
of the hand. Don’t grasp the ‘handle as a 
parrot clings to its perch. ‘Let the palm 
and fingers spread over the handle gener- 
crously. The thumb should be on-a straight 
line with the barrel, extending along the 
metal by the side of the lock. 

If you ever go into a shooting gallery 
where any expert revolver shots are prac- 
icing you will find that each man care- 
fully fits his pixtol to hig hand. When it. 
has once found its proper place he is ready, 
and not before, One of the secrets of 
good revolver shooting lies in the method of 
holding the firearm: An expert shot always 
holds it in precisely the same way every 
time he shoots. 

’ Pulling the Trigger. 

Pulling the trigger is the tone, marrow, 
and sinew of the art of shooting. No mat- 
ter how the pistol may be héld, no matter 
how the marksman may stand, he must pull 
his trigger in the right way and at the 
right inoment to hit the mark. 

‘he proper pull is steady, cautious—an 
equal pressure from beginning to end. Fol- 
low this course and with practice you wi 
be able to discharge the weapon at the ex- 
act Instant when the aim is correct. I once 
knew a famous — shot who was the 
wonder of my gallery, And as a matter of 
course the younger marksmen were ex- 
tremely anxious to get from him his rules 
for firing. 

“I can tell you how to shoot and never 
miss,’’ he said one night, 

“How?” asked the others, as they gath- 
ered around him. 

“This way. Stand on two legs, hold your 
pistol in the proper style, take aim, and pull 
the trigger at the supreme moment.” 

Then he vanished. 

There are some nervous men who are 
ood marksmen, but as a rule they seldom 

come experts. One of their most 
common faults is called “flinching.” They 
stand correctly, hold their pistols in the 
right way, take a good aim, but when they 
come to press the trigger they shit their 
eyes and dodge. I have broken a good many 
men of this failing, but I have known cases 
that were incurable. 

How to Take Aim. 

In sighting a revolver draw the two sights 
end bull’s eye on a line. Some men do 
this as they raise the firearm. George 
Byrd and William M. Chase follow this

rule, and it has been,adopted by the ma- 
jority of experts. 

But there is still a very respectable num- 
| ber who take aim in lowering the revolver. 
Pierre Lorillard and Frank H. Lerd belong 
to this class. 

Some Fancy Shots, 


Before telling you about fancy shooting 
let me say a few words about the men who 
follow the general directions I have laid 
down above. To my mind, and I think the 
records will bear me out, the American re- 
volver shots are the best in the world. 
Such marksmen as Pierre Lorillard, 
William M, Chase, Ira Paine, Major Pryor, 
H. W. Wickham, Mr. Wimans, and others, 
make shots that are absolutely paralyzing. 
They caa drive tacks with pistol balls, light 
' parlor matches without breaking the match, 
knock the ashes from a cigar, wheel and 
fire at the word, scoring the bull’s eye five 
times out of ten, split playing cards turned 
edgewise toward the pistol, cut holes 
through three-cent pieces, and hit suspend- 
ed musket balls. Frank Lord is one of the 
most remarkable shots I have ever seen, in 
that he can shoot better when he is exhib- 
iting his skill before his friends than when 
he is practicing alone. have seen him 
shoot through the ring of a watch—an old- 
fashioned watch with a large ring. He 
used a twenty-two-caliber pistol, but still 
the feat was wonderful. 

Fancy Positions. 


You often hear of cowboys doing remark- 
able shooting, and some of them are un- 
doubtedly great shots. And you often see 
them in shows going through their fancy 
exhibitions. They stand and rest the pis- 
tol on the left elbow joint. ey sit down 
and rest their elbows on their knees. They 
lie down on their backs and stooping over, 
shoot between their legs. Let me tell you 
that none of these positions is worth a cent 
for practical work. 

Men who do not know much about shoot- 
ing the revolver think that some of the 
poses, especially the lying and sitting ones, 
are great. But they are wrong. The best 
and easiest pose is standing up as I have 
described it in the beginning of this article. 
The advantage of resting “the weapon on 
the arm is to steady the aim when one fires 
from a horse’s back. It is the old cavalry 
style and has just about gone out of use. 

The True Test of Marksmanship. 

I hold that the best marksmanship is the 
ability to score the greatest number of 
bull’s eyes in the shortest possible time. It 
is better to make a good average score for 
ten or twenty shots than to make a haphaz- 


Here are the names of some gentlemen 
who have fired five shots into a target in 
one second George Byro, A. A. .Cohen 
William Kent, Allen P. Kelley, Captain 
F. H. Swift, Dr. J. N. Henry. 

They used self-cocking revolvers. _ But 
expert marksmen do not use the self-cock- 
ing revolver for ordinary work. It is too 
dangerous for them even to handle. 

Tet me mass my advice: 

Begin by taking the proper stand and by 
holding the revolver in the proper way. 

Practice this way, no matter whether 
vou hit the target or not. Better shoot 
badly at first and acquire the proper form 
than make good scores at first by use of in- 
correct methods. 

Aceuracy of aim comes last of all. Prac- 
tice correctly and aim will come to you in 
time. 

You never heard of a man learning to 
play the violin. by accident. It is the same 
rule with revolver shooting. Thousands of 
rounds of shots were fired before the fam- 
ous scores were made.

One of the many chivalrous features of 
the natural Indian life is the institution of 
friendship or brotherhood, by which two 
young men become partners in pleasure and 
danger, in life and death. Now, however, 
since the government has put an end to 
tribal wars, the compact will not carry 
such serious obligations as formerly. 

Readers of Parkman will remember that 
at’ the massacre of Mackinaw, a British 
trader was rescued by an Indian who had 
formally chosen him as his “friend” some 
time before in accordance with a dream, 
in which he was told that he was to have a 
white man for his “brother.” Although 
the Englishman did not at the time under- 
stand the nature of the bond, the Indians 
held it in such sacred regard that they al- 
lowed Wawatam to lead the trader out 
from the crowd of savages who were 
butchering his comrades. 

When a young Indian is about the age 
of fifteen, just verging on manhood, he 
looks about to see which of his playmates 
he shall select to be his comrade through 
life in his games and pleasure excursions, 
at the dance and on the warpath. 

Those of us who were ever boys weil 
know that at this age every boy has his 
comrade and confidant, for whom he has 
almost as warm'a feeling as comes to him 
in'after years for his sweetheart, Human 
nature is the same in an Indian camp. 

The Indian is indeed an unfortunate 
youngster who has not his inseparable boy 
companion. But now he aspires to be a 
man, and the bond between him and his 
fmend must receive the stamp of formal

The entire property of 4 man belongs 
equally to his friend. In making collec- 
tions among Indian tribes I have frequently 
found this to work to my advantage. As 
there is no regular business system among 
them, no fixed vaiuation except on ponies, 
they are apt to raise the price of an article 
according to the supposed eagerness of the 
buyer, until the demand becomes extortion- 
ate. On more than one occasion my Indian 
interpreter has gone to the tepee of his 
“friend,” who chanced to be the owner, 


and proffered him a reasonable price, say- } 


ing only: “You are my friend. I want it for 
this friend.’’ In such a case, should no one 
be at home, he will take the thing without 
ceramony, and arrange the matter with the 
owner afterwards. 

hen a young man marries he acauires 
a right to the girl by making presents to 
the parents commensurate with the attrac- 
tions of the maiden. If unable to satisfy 
the demands of her relatives, who are keen 
matchmakers, he goes in his extremity to 
his “friend” and lays thé case before him, 
and receives from him the necessary ponies. 
It must be explained that among the prai- 
rie tribes, who almost live on horseback, 
a pony is the standard of value, every well- 
to-do man having from fifty to one hun- 
dred or more, rated at from $15 to $30 
apiece. 

On the warpath the two “friends” are 
pledged to stand by each other through ev- 
ery danger. Should one _e his horse 
shot in the engagement, or wounded <o 
as to be unable to escape with the rest, his 
“friend” takes him upon his own horse and 
brings him away safely, or if hard pressed 
he faces about and makes a brave fight ua- 
til both are killed together.

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Should the Western Beef Companies Pay 
the Special Tax? 


THEY WILL SUE FOR DAMAGES. 


The Law Was Directed to Them but 
They Maintain That They Are Wot 
Doing e Cold Storage Business, 


There are laws and laws—laws simple in 
meaning—and laws whose meaning is ob- 


scure. 
But there are few laws on Georgia’s 


statute books so open to discussion as the 
one imposing a special tax of 9000 on the 


cold storage men. 

And it will have to be finally decided by 
the courts of the state. 

The matter bas been agitated during the 
past week in such a way as to cause the 
cold storage men who pay the tax to feel 
more and more discriminated against. 

There are three firms in Atlanta paying 
this special annual tax of $500. These 
firm are the Armour Packing Compa- 
ny, the Atlanta Beef Company, 
and Nelson, Morris & Co. They paid the 
tax last year for the first time. They 
paid it again this year, but under protest, 
claiming that they did not come under the 
provisions of the law. Before paying the 
tax and while their goods were in the hands 
of the sheriff, having been levied upon for 
the tax, they filed a bill of injunction 
against the sheriff to restrain him from sell- 
ing the goods. 

Judge Clarke . 

Did Not Decide Upon the Law 
in the case but decided that the proper 
course to be pursued by the companies 
was to pay the tax and then institute pro- 
ceedings for its recovery. ' 

The first part of this advice has been 
taken. 

The latter part—the institution of proceed- 
ings for the recovery of the money—will 
be taken n a very few days. 

The decision of the comptroller general 
in the case of G. Fowler, Sons & Co., of 
KXansas City, which was published in The 
Constitution a few days ago, has had a 
tendency to precipitate this action. 

Mr. N. C. Royster is the agent of the 
firm and sold to the retailers the same 
goods as sold by the three firms paying 
taxes. Mr. Royster mailed his orders to the 
firm in Kansas City and the goods were 
shipped here direct to the purchaser. It 
was then delivered to the retailers from the 
car in which it was shipped. 

The three firms which had paid the tax 
didn’t like the idea of a competitor coming 
in and underselling them, especially as that 
competitor did not pay the special tax. 

OComtroller General Wright at once in- 
structed Tax Collector Stewart to collect 
the tax of the Kansas City firm. He .issued 
a fi. fa. and Sheriff Morrow levied on a 
car belonging to George Fowler and Sors 
Mr. Royster went to the comptroller and 
urged that his firm was not liable to the 
tax. Captain Wright :,oked into the mat- 
ter and decided that it would be an inter- 
ference with the interstate commerce act 
to levy the tax on the Kansas City firm. 
Accordingly the levy was declared off. 

But the local dealers thought ‘“‘what was 
sauce for the goose was sauce for the gan- 
der,” and their attorney, Myr. Thad. 
Hammond, went sefore the somptroller. 
The result of this conference was that the 
car was again locked up by the sheriff. It 
was again Mr. Royster’s time to act and 
he hied himself to the comptroller’s office. 
Attorney General Little was called in and 
he decided as the comptroller had done at 
first that it was against the principle of 
the interstate commerce act to levy the tax. 
For the second tme the car was released 
by the sheriff. 

Aren't They Protected Also ? 


Now Mr. Hammond, the attorney for. the 
paeking houses here, says that the firms 
he represents are protected against this 
tax by the interstate commerce law. 

“The fact is,’”’ says he, “none of these 
firms which have had to pay the tax are 
cold storage houses. A cold storage busi- 
ness in one where space is rented for stor- 
ing goods. None of the firms I represent 
do this. If they are liable for this special 
tax, then every butcher in Atlanta is lia- 
ble. These firms only have immense ice 
boxes; butchers have small ice boxes. 

“ft is unjust—it’s an outrage to make 
these firms pay this enormous tax. They 
are Atlanta institutions, ther spend 
money here, and are valuable additions to 
Atlanta’s trading world. A Kansas City 
firm is allowed to send an agent here and 
undersell these ~~ and that without 
paying any tax. elieéve any j 
state would decide that ies Eek ea 


not liable.” | 

The three firms represented by Mr. 
Hammond pay taxes in the counties of 
I ulton, Bibb, Chatham and Richmond, 
and quite a neat sum is involved.

IN THE HANDS OF A RECEIVER, 


The Soutkern Cotton Mille Pressed to the 

Wall—Mr. C. A. Howell Made Receiver. 

The Southern cotton mills are in the hands 
of a receiver. This places in the custody of 
the court a valuable property in which a large 
number of hands have been employed. 

Yesterday application was made to Judge 
Marshall Clarke, and he granted the petition 
as far as the appointment of a temporary re- 
ceiver. Mr. C. A. Howell was appointed and 
has possession of the property. 

The application was in this form: James 
M. Haynes et al. filed a petition for injunc- 
tion, receiver, relief, etc., through their 
attorneys, Hines, Shubrick & Felder, against 
the Southern cotton mills. The petition was 
granted and C. A. Howell was appointed 
temporary receiver. The hearing was fixed 
for April 9, 1892. 

Receiver Howell was seen yesterday after- 
noon and said that the property. was one of 
considerable value. The original investment 
was about sixty thousand dollars, and at one 
time seventy-five hands were employed in 
the factory. The building is of stone and 
wood, situated on Peachtree creek, which 
affords water power sufficient to run the 
machinery. The plant includes some machin- 
ery adapted to the manufacture of certain 
classes of woolen goods, and during the ex- 
position last fall sume fine blankets made by 
these works were on exhibition.
